AT LONELY TOWN|' 


Men Are Stranded Five 
Days 25 Miles From

Copenhagen, Denmark, April 21.— 
(?)—Another conquest of the north 
polar regions was recorded today when 
Captain George H. Wilkins announc- 
ed to the Copenhagen Politiken the 
safe arrival at Spitzbergen of himself 
and Carl B. Eielson. 

They flew over the roof of the world 
from Point @Barrow, Alaska. 

Only two brief wireless : messages 
came through, but they revealed that 
Wilkins, like Koehl and Fitzmaurice 
in the Bremen, had a narrow escape 
from disaster at the very end of their 
epic adventure. For some reason, as 
yet unexplained, Wilkins was obliged 
to make a landing on an uninhabited 
islet only 25 miles from his goal. The 
fliers were detained there for five 
days by bad weather. 

The islet, on the north side of 
> Isfjord, bears the forbidding name’ of 
Doedmansoeira (dead man’s island). 
It is a mere speck in the arctic waste.

The Wilkins announcements were 
all the briefer because the regular 
' yadio operator of the small station in 
the Svalbard Archipelago was killed 
a few days ago in an accident. Some- 
one of the Spitzbergen colony knew 
enough about wireless transmission to 
get out word of that accident and to 
eall for a relief operator. 

It was not clear as to who trans- 
mitted the messages from Wilkins, 
but he may have done that himself 
since he had kept in communication 
with stations in Alaska by using a 
small radio set with which his plane 
was egyipped while he was still at 
Poin®?

The captain, in his messages to the 
-outside .world, said that he reached 
Spitzbergen after 20 1-2 hours of 
flying.

His message 
was timed as having been sent at noon 
today. 

The very meagerness of the news 
from Wilkins fired the imagination of 
the Danish capital and brought words 
of commendation from other explorers.

Captain George H. Wilkins and his 
pilot, Carl Ben BHielson, who arrived 
at Spitzbergen by airplane today from 
point barrow, went to Alaska in Feb- 
ruary with their single-motored wood- 
en monoplane. 

They assembled the plane in Fair- 
banks at the end of the government 
railroad. After a few trial flights the 
explorers flew to Point Barrow, 500 
miles northwest, March 19. At Point 
Barrow thev refueled their plane and 
awaited a favorable opportunity for 
the hop over the Arectie ice pack. 
The plane's tanks had a capacity of 
370 gallons of gasoline and Wilkins 
believed that he could make a flight 
of 3,300 miles without landing if 
necessary. 


Weather Blocks Trys. 

Wilkins planned to make several 
exploratory flights from Point Bar- 
row before the final flight to Spitz 
bergen, but unfayorable weather 
hampered his operations. He _ set 
April 5 as the probable date of his 
departure for Spitzbergen, but cloudy 
weather forced him to change his 
plans. 

From the time Wilkins dismantled 
his radio transmitter for installation 
in his plane, radio stations in the 
waiting world were unable to get in 
touch with Point Barrow. A day and 
night watch were maintained in the 
hope that when the flight to NSpitz- 
hergen was begun, Wilkins would re- 
port his progress with the radio trans- 
mitter in his plane. 

Radio amateurs who were talking 
to each other from all parts of the 
world were persuaded to stay off 
Wilkins’ wave hand of 33.1 meters so 
that if the explorer was able to use 
his radio he could be heard. 

8300 Miles South. 

Before leaving for Point Barrow, 
Wilkins said his course would lie 
about 300 miles to the south of the

DREAM OF AGES 
NEARS REALIZATION. 

New York, April 21.—(#)—A 
dream of the ages—a northwest pas- 
sage across the worlki—has been 
brought nearer practical achievement 
through the pioneering of Captain 
George H. Wilkins who, today com- 
pleted 2,100-mile flight across the 
arctic region, Vilhjalmur Stefansson, 
veteran arctic explorer, said tonight. 

The flight of Captain Wilkins—the 
first airplane journey from America 
to Europe over the polar area—was 
over a course that will shorten hy hun- 
dreds of miles the distances between 
continents, Stefansson pointed out. He 
pictured the north pole as’ the new 
crossroads of the world, where air 
caravans of the future will meet in 
their journeys from continent to con- 
tinent, 

. Many Landing Places. 

‘ Whether Wilkins was able to make 
any land observations during his five- 
day stop en route from Point Barro., 
Alaska, to Spitzbergen, Stefansson in- 
dicated he had strengthened his theory 
that there were numerous landing 
places in the polar region, a theory 
disputed by Roald Amundsen and Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd, who flown 
over the arctic area, 

Stefansson mentioned Amundsen’s 
theory that landing sites are available 
only for flying boats in openings in 
icepacks 200 miles or more apart in

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previous attempts at arctie explora- 
tion,” Smith said.

“Leading meteorologists of the world 
long have contended that knowledge 
of arctic weather conditions and 
oceanography must be supplied and 
added to similar data from the south 
polar regions before a complete weath- 
er bureau service for the entire world 
can be supplied.”

A review of Judge Ellis’ history 
was contreined in the document. Borp 
August 17. 1844. in Beaufort district, 
South Carolina, Judge Ellis attended 
the Aiken Military school until en- 
listing, at the age of 16, in the Con- 
federate army at the outbreak of the 
war. 

: Wounded in War. 

During the war he was twice 
wounded and spent some mouths near 
the close of the war in a northern 
military prison, after which he re- 
turned to North Carolina, moving to 
Atlanta shelly afterwards. 

Jndge Ellix served a term in city 
couneil and later was chesen fo rep- 
resent Fulton county in the legisla- 
ture. where he was largely iustru- 
mental in having the state capitol 
erected here. For a term he was solic- 
itor of the city court of Atlanta, re- 
tire to take up private practice. 

In July, 1907, he was appointed 
to Fulton superior court, from which 
he retired ten years later because of 
advancing years, Later Judge Ellix 
became a lecturer at Emory unt- 
versity, impressing his ideals and rich 
experience on those who were to en- 
ter the profession of law. 

The resolution also paid tribute to 
the wife of Judge Ellis, the former 
Miss Vharbe Vrioleau. descendant ot 
Elias Prioleau, who led the Huguenot 
colony from France to South Caro- 
lina. 

Learned Soldier's Essentials. 

“Born and reared in war. times. 
the first essentials of a soldier—fear- 
lessness and adherence to duty—were 
developed early in his character and 
remained with him throughout his 
life.’ the document said of Judge 
Ellis’ character. 

“Trusting, yet Judge Ellis was not 
captured hy every innovation, how- 
ever alluring the words in which it 
was clothed. To him, fads were for the 
day. only the great fundamentals 
lasting. 

“Judge Ellis understood the admin- 
istration of justice was often tedious 
and slow: criminals escaped quick 
punishment; deserving creditors were 
deprived of immediate relief, and vet 
such inconveniences, he = recognized. 
were the natural accompaniments of 
constitutional rights for which the 
English bar stands.” 

Commenting on his attitude toward 
the modern divorce, the resolution 
says: “While he helieved in the need 
of a divorce law, he held the facility 
with which divorces were procurable 
tended ta make the marital relation 
temporary, and to destroy the sancti- 
ty of the home.

“At a hanquet given in his honor 
on his retirement from the bench 
Judge Ellis exposed a tender heart 
when he stated that one of the most 
unpleasant features of judicial duty 
was the necessity of always deciding 
against someone. 
stood his loyalty to his friends, and 
how painful must have been the neces- 
sity of deciding against amy one of 
them. 


Famed for Impartiality. 


“While on the bench no ienoble 
thought gave color to a decision of 
his. Neither friend nor foe, the rich 
or poor, powerful or weak, could com- 
plain that he was influenced by any- 
thing but his desire to admijuister 
justice patiently, courageously and 
capably under the law.” 

In addition to. former Governor 
Slaton, the resolutions committee was

trait of Juc Ellis on the walls of 
his courtroom, “I feel my predeces- 
sors eves npon me, feel that his spirit 
of justice and fair play is with me.

authorizing very material.increases in 
some instances, revised the rates so 
as not to discriminate against inter- 
state commerce, and at the same 
time to place the Georgia producers 
on a parity with the producers in 
Alabama and Tennessee. 

The interstate commerce commis- 
sion has not yet assigned the com- 
plaint of the railroads for hearing, but 
it is very probable this hearing will be 
held in Atlanta some time within the 
next few months.

Sandwiched 
in between, on May 1, the defmocratic 
primaries in California will give a line 
on the strength of Governor Smith, 
who is in a three-cornered contest 
there with Senators Reed and Walsh. 

The republican convention gets un- 
derway at Kansas City seven weeks 
from Tuesday. Two weeks later—on 
June 26—the democrats assemble at 
Houston. To date 583 republican dele- 
gates have been selected, 38 more than 
the majority of 545 needed for a nomi- 
nation. Democratic delegates chosen 
thus far total 442 with nearly 300 
more than that namber necessary for

Bids for the city hall superstructure 
are expected to be asked this week or 
next, just as soon.as G. Lloyd Preach- 
er, architect, completes the detailed 
drawings. 

With start of the viaducts Monday, 
work on more than $3,000,000 worth 
of civic. projects will have been actual- 
lv begun in Atianta since the first of 
January.

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SINCLAIR JUROR. 
SAYS THREE VOTES 
WERE SUFFICIENT 


Fall Could Have Got Two 
Million If He Had Meant 
Fraud, Venireman De- 
clares. 


Washington, April 21.—(4)—Seated 
in his home in northwest Washing- 
ton, Kenneth Carter, 28-year-old rail- 
road agent, told today the story of 
how he and 11 other jurors two hours 
earlier had acquitted Harry F. Sin- 
clair of charges of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government in the Teapot 
Dome oil lease. 

“We believed that Sinclair was a 
victim ‘of circumstances,” he said. 

“Although the government connsel 
made a good impression they did nof 
prove that Sinclair conspired with 
Fall to lease the property. 

Two-Million Price. 

“Tf Fall. had wanted to sell the 

lease it seems to me that he would 


have gone after at least $2,000,000 
and would not have accepted $233,- 
000, as he could have gotten ore.” 

This was described by Carter as 
the key to the not-guilty verdict by 
the jury, which was kept under con- 
finement at the courthouse for 11 
days and 10 nights. He plainly 
showed the strain of his experience, 
which he regarded as the greatest re- 
sponsibility of his life. 

“Of course we will get blamed for 
the verdict,” he said with a sigh. 
“People don’t realize that all we 
could consider was this particular 
charge and only the evidence produced 
at the trial. 

Stick to Evidence. 

“Because Sinclair has been pic- 
tured in all sorts of lights during the 
last six years didn’t mean that we 
could take that into consideration. 
We had to stick to the evidence.” 

“I will say this!” Carter declared, 
striking his fist on the arm of his 
chair, “this jury certainly realized 
its responsibility and tried to do its 
duty. We went into this case with 
an open mind as any 12 men could 
have. Of course we had read of the 
case casually in the newspapers and 
nobody but an imbecile hadn’t. But 
I don’t believe any of the jury, and 
I know I hadn’t, had given the case 
any particular attention until we 
were summoned on the jury.” 

Foreman Takes Charge. 

“When the judge told us to take 
the case we went into the jury room 
and elected Benjamin F,. Anderson, 
middle-aged transfer company mana- 
ger, foreman. _ 

“He took charge. Before there was 
any discussion each man was told to 
write his opinion on a piece of paper. 
‘guilty, not guilty or uncertain.’ On 
the first ballot there was eight not 
guilty and four uncertain, There were 
no guilty ones. 

“The foreman then called the roll 
and asked each juror to give his opin- 
ion of the case. Each man stood up 
and said what he thought. The un- 
certain ones gave their reasons and 
the rest of us discussed them. 

“On the third ballot all. of the slips 
of paper had ‘not guilty’ on them. 

Receipts Doubted. 

“The uncertain jurors hesitated 
mostly for technical reasons. For in- 
stance, they were not sure about the 
receipts. But all people might not 
take receipts when they have business 
transactions but this certainly was not 
enough to convict a man on. 

“I don’t believe Sinclair was guilty 
of the charge. I don’t believe he 
agreed to pay Fall anything before he 
got the lease. It may be that after 
Sinelair did get the lease Fall got 
some money from him by the argument 
that he had favored Sinclair with the 
lease. . 

“I mean that, suppose I did some- 
thing for somebody and then later 
came around and asked for a loan or 
a gift on the plea that I had done a 
service for him. If he should give me 
the money you couldn’t say that he 
was guilty of a conspiracy.”

All 
over the nation D, A. V. camps are 
eagerly awaiting the result of the lo- 
cal drive for the double reason that 
this city is the home of the national 
commander, William E. Tate, and 
that the campaign here is the first

In other words, the D. A. V. con- 
siders that “how Atlanta goes the 
nation will go,” is a statement of 
deep signifieance in this event. 

Work of Organization. 

The D. A. V. has, as most every- 
one knows, devoted its ehief efforts 
to helping the buddies who suffered 
wounds, sickness. or . other. disability 
while in. the nation’s armed. service 
during the world war, present their 
claims to the U. S. Veterans’ bureau.

This service is performed free and 
that it is still in big demand is shown 
by the fact that out of the 22,000 
Georgia claims only approximately 
6,000 have yet been settled to the 
satisfaction of the federal govern- 
ment, leaving about 16,000 yet to 
be handled. 

President Coolidge, the late Presi- 
dent Harding and the late President 
Wilson all have written letters high- 
ly praising this work of the D. A.

Defraud, Oil Man Yet 
Faces Jail Terms of 
Nine Months. 


NO JUROR VOTES 


FOR CONVICTION | 


Acquitted Man Weeps as 
He Declares Verdict 
Was Only Just One; 
Leaves for New York. 


Washington, April 21.—(4)—Harry 
F. Sinclair was freed today of charges 
that he conspired to defraud the gov- 
ernment in the Teapot Dome oil lease. 
A jury in the District of Columbia 
supreme court acquitted him, requir- 
ing only three ballots to reach its 
decision. 

One of the jurors, who withheld 
his name, later said not a single vote 
for conviction was cast by any of the 
jurymen in the 1 hour and 59 minutes 
they considered the case. On the first 
ballot, he said, eight were for acquit- 
tal and four undecided, and on the 
second ten for acquittal and two un- 
decided. 

In declaring Sinclair not guilty of 
conspiring with Albert B. Fall, for- 
mer’ secretary of the interior, to de- 
fraud the government in the rich oil 
lease the jury accepted the story told 
hy a government witness, H. T. Eyver- 
hart, son-in-law of Fall, of the Liberty 
bond deal which the government 
charged was_ bribery. 

Uphold Everhart’s. Story. 

The jury upheld Kverhart’s story 
that Sinclair gave Fall $235,500 in 
Liberty bonds for one-third share in 
the Tres Ritos Cattle and Land com- 
pany, the Fall ranch in New Mexico. 
Everhart had testified that he had re- 
ceived the bonds from the oil operator 
and had given them to Fall, but in- 
sisted they had no connection with 
the oil lease. . | 

It was a tense moment when word 
came that the jury was ready to re- 
port. Mrs. Sinclair, who for six years 
has stood beside her husband as he 
fought various charges growing out 
of the oil lease, broke under the 
strain and began to sob. Sinclair too% 
his place at the counsel table anil 
arose as the jury filed into the court 
and stood beside the jury box. 

Faces Are Calm. 7 

The calm fates of the jurymen gave 
not the slightest indication of their 
verdict, The court asked if they had 
reached a verdict, and upon an af- 
firmative answer the clerk asked: 

“What is your verdict, Mr. Fore- 
man?” 

“Not guilty,” he replied. 

An audible sigh from somewhere 
followed, and then congratulations 
were heaped upon Sinclair by his 
friends and counsel who crowded 
around him. Mrs. Sinclair cried open- 
ly as the strain of the six years was 
lifted by the jury’s two words. She 
was surrounded in the court corridor 


by friends, and as soon as Sinclair 
could push through the crowd he went 
to her side to lead her from the court 
to their apartment in the Carlton 
hoteL 

Sinclair Not Surprised. 


The oil man stopped long enough to 
say: 

“T have felt from the inception of 
these charges that I would be acquit- 
ted of every suspicion of intention to 
defraud the government if the charges 
were ever passed upon by a jury. I!

Philadelphia, April 21.—(4)—Pop- 
ulation grewth andthe migration of 
peoples furnish an issue which may 
seon become acute in the internationa! 
policies, said Dr. Ernest Minor Pat- 
terson, professor of economics at the 
Unfversity of Pennsylvania, in a paper 
submitted today at the American Phil- 
osophical society's annual meeting.

tire trial. In contrast to the Fall- 
Sinclair trial last October, in which 
the government had not completed its 
case when the mistrial was declared 
after two weeks, the Sinclair trial 
took exactly nine and a half -court 
days. 
Under Jail Sentences. 


Although this case is out of the 
way Sinclair remains under a six- 
month jail sentence for contempt of 
court because he had the Fall-Sinclair 
jury shadowed by Burns detectives.

“Stories of profits various gentle- 
men were supposed to have taken from 
oil fields adjoining the Teapot Dome 
injected the poison and adverse criti- 
cism into public comment on the case, 
which resulted in turning the Teapot 
Dome oil reserve over to exploitation 
by persons owning wells outside the 
confines of the lease, who attempted 
to draw oil from within the bounda- 
ries of the reserve,” 

“The situation today is that within 
72 hours after judges of the supreme 
court of the United States had de- 
cided the ciyil case, a naval officer, 
having charge of the Teapot Dome 
as it was turned back to the navy, 
ealled upon operators in Salt Creek 
field, adjoining Teapot Dome, to pay 


the navy for oil which these private 
operators were said to be deriving 
through their own wells from the 
Teapot Dome. 

“They are still, I understand, en- 
gaged in the effort to secure such pay- 
ment, despite the fact that the United 
States supreme court had decided that 
there had not been, and never would 
be, any real damage done to Teapot 
Dome itself.” 

Mr. Fall's condition is declared to 
be materially improved since his ar- 
rival here.

. The children wanted water, and they 
were filled at a convenient well. They 
we e hungry, too, they said, ang the 
gman brought forth a bag containing 
fanned goods, bread and bananas, 
Which he stored in the anto until 
they might find a place tocamp. They 
were on their way to South Carolina, 
he explained, but the money had 
Ziven out, Cotton pickers were want- 
ed a few miles out of town, he learned, 
and when the car started again it 
pulled te the left across the train 
track and they traveled along a com- 
munity road in search of some vacant 
house. They found it down in a val- 
ley planted in cotton, a deserted place 
having only two rooms. 

When they got out, Tiger ran all 
about the place to stretch his legs and 
he soon answered the bark of those 
dogs living at the better houses Iving 
along the rim of this vallev. Wood 
was abundant, and very quickly they 
had a roaring fire on the hearth be- 
fore which they ate suppér, and soon 
thereafter slept on the _ blankets 
spread out upon the floor. 

Tomorrow they easily found a job 

at cotton picking, and the man, who 
snid he was reared in South Carolina, 
tfanght his children who thus far had 
lived outside the cotton belt, how to 
gather the fleecy staple by handfuls 
and put it into bags. ' 
' The folks who owned the fields, 
learned from the children of their 
mother’s recent death, were kind, of- 
fered beds to make them comfortable 
and sent in food such as only women 
can prepare. But their kindness to 
the children evidently had the wrong 
effect upon the man, for at the first 
pay day when he had collected their 
earnings, he did that which common 
animals would not do. In the night 
while his little ones slept he cranked 
up that old car and drove away. 

The children slept on till the sun 
was far above the tree tops on the 
distant hill not knowing that they 
were abandoned by their father. the 
only living kin they knew. ‘They 
looked’ about, they called “daddy” 
many times before they ran to the 
shelter where the old car was parked 
to discover it also missing. Then they 
knew that he had gone to town to 
buy them something to eat and maybe 
a new dress also to take the place 
_ Of those rags which baby Lucile wore. 

They waited all day with scant 
food in the house to satisfy their 
hunger. Two of the boys picked cot- 
ton, but the other small hoy and his 
two young sisters played along the 
tiny stream that traveled a crooked 
wavy throwgh the field. They gath- 
ered armfuls of golden rod and the 
purple iron weed to give their daddy 
when he returned, But when night 
came again no daddy had _ returned 
with the good things from town. When 
the children could not stay up any 
lenger they lay down upon their hard 
beds, which might grow’ harder 
through the vears. Far into the night 
Tiger was fully alert and sometimes 
he growled, which seemed a warning 
of danger, At other times his bark 
Was one of welcome and the older 
bors lyingawake thought their father 
must then be driving down the hill. 
But at last they @lso fell asleep to 
wake in the morning and find no 
daddy there. 

No Trace of Father, 

The folks living in the houses along

Declaring that the source of the 
largest part of tuberculosis among the 
people of Georgia is among the chil- 
dren, Dr. A. M. Dimmock, chairman 
of the medical staff of the Atlanta 
Tuberculosis association and a mem- 
ber of Fulton County Medical society, 
has issned an appeal for generous sup- 
port of the movement to build a spe- 
cial tuberculosis sanatorium at Alto 
for the sole use of tuberculous chil- 


dren of the state. 

Dr. Dimmock points out that, al- 
though 90 per cent of the cases of 
tuberculosis are contracted during 
childhood, there is today no place in 
Georgia for the treatment of children 


smitten with the dread disease. He re- 
minds the general public that, - al- 
though the campaign for funds to 
build the muchly needed institution 
to be conducted during April is foster- 
ed and promoted by the Masons, yet 
all are invited to contribute and when 
the building is completed the Masons 
will relinquish all control and turn it 
over to the state. It will. be main- 
tained by. the state solely for the 
treatment of tuberculosis among all 
children of Georgia. 

Dr. Dimmock’s letter, addressed to 
the people of Georgia, declares that 
this new building, giving a means to 
overcome the disease among. children 
before it has time to break down their 
physical resistance and also before 
they have time to spread it among 
other children, will do.more to stamp 
out the white plague than any other 
factor. 

Contraction in Childhood. 

“While tuberculosis is not, strictly 
speaking, an hereditary disease,” says 
Dr. Dimmock’s letter; “it is the con- 
census of opinion among physicians 
that 90 per cent of all cases of tuber- 
culosis is contracted during childhood. 
Now, it is true that many children 
contracting tuberculosis are able, by

In Good Shape.

But Mr. Mayson has within him 


| the stuff of which heroes are made. 


With everyone inclined to sit com- 
fortably at home with his eggs and 
coffee set before bim and read of last 
night’s fight in the morning paper, 
genial James was faced with the dif- 
ficult problem of arousing the interest 
of the populace to such an extent that 


this same populace would sally forth 
of an evening and betake itself to 
wherever Mr. Mayson was staging a 
fight and upon arriving there, separ- 
ate itself from such money as was 
necessary to said admittance to the 
fistie spectacle, 
The start was not very hearten- 
ing. On the other hand it was well 
night discouraging. Mayson, hew- 
ever, persevered and lost money. He 
had set up his establishment on 

Mitchell street and endowed it with 

the glowing name of the Ringside 

club. Meanwhile, a large portion of 
the citizenry was inclined to sit 
calmly by and inquire at intervals, 

“What of it?’ 

Mayson kept on with his matches 
and occasionally put on a very good 
fight. His houses were amounting to 
about $200 per house, which you will 
admit wasn’t very much.

For 
vears and years promoters had steered 
clear of Atlanta. 

Occasionally some one would bus- 
tle into the town, stage what one in 
a weak moment would term a boxing 
encounter, and then slip out. Those 
attending the affair would wake up 
the next morning with a dark brown 
taste in their mouth and swear “Never 
again.” 

Which accounted for the com- 
placence with which Atlanta as a 
whole regarded the operations of 
Mr. Mayson at the beginning. 

But not so these days. Mayson has 
usually put on good shows and At- 
lanta is liking them as evidenced by 
the attendance.

REALTORS ADOPT 
~NEW RATE BASIS 


The Atlanta Real Estate board has 
been investigating into methods pre- 
Vailing in some 30 communities with 
a view of stimulating investments in 
properties which have Been overlooked 
in some respect for a number of years, 
according to a statement issued Sat- 
urday. 

It has found that formerly there 
existed a steady market by young in- 
vestors for small lots and small negro 
properties and likewise farms. Many 
young men and working women start 
on their way to independence by in- 
vesting in this type of property. 

“Since the advent of the automo- 
biles and the part they play in show- 
ing distantly located properties, the 
expense for so doing has exceeded the 
$25 minimum rate charge on the sale 
of these small parcels,” the report 
States. 

“Investigation developed that in 
many communities the minimum 
charge is either $75 or $100 and the 
Atlanta Real Estate board has adopt- 
ed a minimum of $50 so as to en- 
courage their salesmen to pay more 
attention to this class of property In 
the future. 

“The usual commission throughout 
the state for selling farm lands is 
10 per cent. This was made a part 
of the rate tariff. A commission of 6 
per cent straight was named on factory 
sites and suburban properties outside 
of the six-mile limit. 

“There were very few changes made 
jn the rates, rules and customs for 
selling city property. The charge, 
which is now 5 per cent on the first 
$10,000 and 2 1-2 per’ cent on all 
thereatiier, was changed to 5 per cent 
on the first $10,006 and 3 per cent 
on all thereafter. Many other cities 
charge 5 per cent straight on amounts 
up to $50,000, 

“Additional clauses were added to 
that part of the rates, rules and cus- 
toms dealing with managing, renting 
and improving of property and other 
phases of real estate that will be of 
much help to all concerned. 

‘The changes as a whole are minor, 
and they will have a constructive ef-

Movement of green peas was starting 
in Mississippi, but practically all of 
the recent supply has been from Cali- 
fornia. 

Imports of Mexican tomatoes will 
ibe heavier that first expected, as the 
later plantings*are doing well. Pos- 
sibly 3,400 cars will be received from 
the west coast of Mexico this season. 
About 350 care arrived last week, com- 
pared with 335 from Florida. Prices 
declined somewhat. Tomato plantings 
in nearly all the spring shipping states 
are increased over those of last year. 
Hanlings of Florida celery continued 
fairly heavy, and shipments totaled 
490 cars. besides 95 from California. 
First carload was received from Ber- 
muda. A late special variety of celery 
in the Sanford section of Florida ad- 
vanced to top of $3 per 10-inch crate. 
City prices closed higher. Spinach was 
lower. Virginia stock was showing 
a wide range in quality, condition and 
price. Asparagus shipments increased

Potato Position. 

Potato prices improve. consider- 
ably in The north central producing re- 
gion and the Chicago carlot market. 
Slight. advances also occurred in the 
west, but easterm markets and ship- 
ping sections remained rather weak. 

A temporary decrease in movement 
from Texas brought down shipments of 
new potatoes to 160 cars. Texas for 
warded only 70, but Florida increased 
to about 90 as the Hastings section 
got under way. During the same week 
last April, 1,060 ears of new stock 
rolled and jobbing prices were just 
about half what they are now. ‘Flori- 
da arrivals declined slightly the past 
week to $11.75@13.00 per barrel, but 
Texas Triumphs were firm to higher 
at $4.50@$7.00 per 10C@ pounds sack- 
Fed. Shipping points in the Rio Grande 
valley closed at $4.00@4.25. Total 
commercial production of potatoes tn 
Florida is forecast at 2,944,000 bush- 
els, or just about the same as last 
year, but the crop in the lower valley 
of Texas is one-third lighter than the 
1927 crop and amounts to only 657,- 
000 bushels. 

Potatoes in the Hastings district 
were cut back several times by cold 
weather. However, the crop made a 
good recovery, aided by timely rains, 
and a favorable season is expected, 
South Carolina potatoes do not appear 
to have been hurt much by the pro- 
longed rains: though condition is lower 
than last spring. Shipments probably 
will start by May 15. The North 
Carolina cron seems to be in good 
condition. Virginia potatoes are not 
faring as well as might be desired.

That wide distribution of stocks has 
been taking place on advancjng prices 
_is evident from the steady increase 
| that has occutred in brokers’ loans to 
'the new high reported this week for 
all time. The steady increase that has 
occurred in brékers’ loans means that 
there has been steady distribution of 
stocks by those who purchased when 
the income return was higher than 
today. , 
Many New Theories. 

There never has been atime in the 
history of the world when speculative 
mania has broken out in one direction 
or another that there has not been a 
lot of new theories advanced, In Hol- 
land back in 1903 a wild speculation 
broke out in tulip bulbs. The price of 
a single tulip bulb suddenly advanced 
from 150 guilders to as much as YOO. 
In commenting on this speculative ma- 
nia the Historian's History of the 
world says: “Large fortunes were ac- 
quired by speculators, which in Am- 
sterdam alone involved no less a sum 
than 10,000,000 guilders. Persons of 
all ranks, sex and ages, negl@eted their 
ordinary avocations to amuse then- 
selves with this novel species of gam- 
bling, but as those who purchased were 
often of slender means and unable to 
fulfill their engagements, the specula- 
tion became so unsafe that men lost 
their confidence in it and in the course 
of time, it died of itself.” 

Easy money may for a time cause 
stock prices to advance. In the last 
analysis, however, neither in general 
trade or in the stock market does easy 
money bring about good business and 
advancing prices unless the money 
which ean be obtained on easy terms 
ean be used to show a profit. With 
the average income return on common 
industrial stocks only 44 per cent or 
less than on high-grade industrial 
bonds there are good reasons for doubt- 
ing whether the purchase of such 
stocks offers further profits.

defense of their rights as separate states 
to make or abrogate laws for their own 
protection, were iorced to the arbitrament 
of the sword. When the call to arms re- 
sounded from the Potomac to the Gulf, 
and lin ranks of the flower of southern 
manhood went forth to fight for a prin- 
ciple and the resultant courage sent a 
thundering chill of anguish and pain through 
all hearts like Mary of old. Woman was 
eager to answer the <all to service. No mag- 
nificently organized and trained body as the 
Red Cross was then known, but the souti- 
ern woman waited for no appeal, and hurry 
calls for surgical and medical supplies were 
met with eager response. §ervice became 
the watchword of the hour. Meetings hur- 
riediy called, requisitions received and soon 
nimble fingers directed by alert eagerness 
led to exploring old trunks in attic and 
cellar. Soon thousands of rolls of band- 
ages of varied sizes were made from sheets 
and spreads. Pounds of lint supplied the 
place of absorbent cotton, and even baby. 
fingers feverishly drew thread by thread of 
softest linen from table cloths ando house- 
hold linen for dressings. 


‘Decorations of herbs and plants were in- 
fused to supplement the limited supply of 
medicines which had early been cut off 
by closing the seaports and making such 
supplies contraband of war. ‘Thus the 
heroines of the south aided for four long 
years of struggle, even supplying at the 
last wool and cotton gathered from every 
section, and the hum of the spinning wheel 
added to the clangings of the shuttle as 
it sped on for long, weary hours, often far 
into the night as it wove thread by thread 
cloth for uniforms and clothes. When the 
tide of battle turned to overwhelming num- 
bers, and gune were stacked, these same 
women who had served as ladies’ aid so- 
cieties never disbanded, but turned their 
minstrations to caring for the hastily buried 
dead upon battlefields and highways—send- 
ing the precious remains to families when 
able to locate them, and when this was 
not possible reinterring them various 
cemeteries, providing burial service 
raising headstones. When this work was 
finished and the grounds «leared and beau- 
tified, then the mounds were heaped with 
flowers. In this way was conceived the idea 
of carrying into a custom long prevalent 
in Germany of having a day set apart— 
a day of memories—which would be called 
Memorial day. 

‘‘In 1866 from Columbus, Ga., the call 

was sent out broadcast for a day set apart 
to honor the dead heroes of the south. Leg- 
islative action in many states indorsed the 
movement for an annual memorial day. 
From that day to the present the south 
has kept faith in honoring her hero dead 
and the Memorial Association of the South 
thus became the oldest patriotic organiza- 
tion of women in Americ;. Because of its 
beautiful idea, its solemnity and dignified 
tribute so impressed a visitor in Peters- 
burg, Va., the wife of General John A. 
Logan, then commander-in-chief of the G. 
A. R., she, on her return to her home in 
Washington, recounted the beauty and won- 
derous impressiveness of the exercises. Gen- 
eral Logan at once issued a proclamation 
setting aside a day, May 30, to be known 
as Decoration day, to honor the dead of 
the Union army. For 20 years following 
the war between the states the memorial 
associations gave themseives to raising 
money for building monuments all over the 
south, commemorating the valor and heroism 
of her sons, until practically every mounu- 
ment during ‘that: long period when there 
were no other patriotic organizations, owed 
its inception to the women of the memorial 
associations. 
‘It is well on these historic 
refresh our minds and to find renewed in- 
spiration that shall lead us to more fer- 
vently resolve to carry on, to be faithful 
to the heritage that is ours, and to keep 
ulive the work which is equally a memo- 
rial to our mothers as to the fathers who 
brayed the dangers and hardships of terri- 
ble warfare. 

‘‘May our hands lose their cunning and 
our hearts cease to pulsate if we break 
faith in our pledge to ‘carry on’ &nd to 
point to coming yenerations the way to 
highest patriotic duty and service.’’

No man is now alive who 
have personal recol- 

tions of that date, but there are 
no Americans today who are unaware 
that April 19, 1928 was the 153rd 
anniversary of the battle of Lexing- 
ton, to which Paul Revere’s ride was 
the prologue. Modern historians are 
bringing to light the undercurrents of 
self-interest and politics which played 
their part on both sides in the revo- 
lution, as in all wars. 

Its background is the long struggle 
between England and the colonies that 
were outgrowing her control. The 
situation that had grown out of that 
struggle was well represented by the 

ton tea party. The sixty Boston- 
jans; dressed as Indians, who uncere- 
moniously dumped off the wharf the 
tea on which England said a tax 
should be paid, were expressing the 
condition of exasperation which had 
been reached in America and_ the 
American tendency to grim humor in 
reprisal. The tea party was followed 
by the closing of Boston harbor, the 
reguiating act, which destroyed the 
free government of Massachusetts and 
other obnoxious acts. Massachusetts 
adopted resolutions which placed the 
state practically in rebellion. The con- 
tinental congress endorsed them. Gen- 
eral Gage, the royal governor of Mas- 
sachusetts, began to fortify Boston 
Neck. ‘The colonists began to store 
ammunition and forge weapons and 
drill on the village greens. Militia was 
organized. and “‘minute men’ were 
viven orders to be ready to assemble 
at a minute's notice. Many of these 
militiamen had seen service, and all of 
them could shoot straight. 

Into this powder magazine situa- 
tion came the order to Gage to arrest 
Samuel Adams and John Hancock and 
send them to England to be tried for 
treason. Adams and Hancock were 
spending a few days at the house of 
a friend in Lexington, the Rev. Jonas 
Clark. On the night of April 18 Gage 
sent 800 men, under Lieutenant Col- 
onel Smith, to take the “desperadoes 
at Lexington and on their way back to 
stop at Concord and destroy the am- 
munition and arms which the Ameri- 
cans had been storing there. T: 
was suspected by Americans in Bos- 
ton and Paul Revere wassent by way 
of Charlestown, and William Dawes 
by way of Roxbury, to give the alarm. 
A lantern in the belfry of the Ola 
North church was to indicate if the 
troops went by land and two lan- 
terns if they went by water. Revere 
crossed the Charles river in a small 


yere’s ride.

chopped down the liberty pole and did 
some other damage, but the arms and 
ammunition they could not find, witb 
the exception of a few cannon. The 
minute-men were gathering all round 
them, at first from the fields and vil- 
lages nearby, then from those a little 
farther off, then from still greater dis- 
tances. For a time they stood on 
the hill and watched the troops in the 
town, while every minute their num- 
ber grew. When there were about 400 
of them, they suddenly charged down 
on the north bridge. There were 200 
British regulars there. Firing and 
fired upon, the Americans rushed the 
bridge and drove them into the town. 
Stili the minute-men were coming. All 
morning, while the troops were busy 
in town, the militia tramped along 
the roads and trickled from every 
farm. 

Realizing his danger at last, Colonel 
Smith started back to Boston. But 
there were militia on both sides of 
them, militia stationed at places which 
they must pass on the road, riflemen 
behind every bush and stone, sharp- 
shooters in every tree. The British 
literally could dg nothing but run, and 
run they did, until they met Lord 
Percy. with 1,200 men and two tan- 
non, just beyond Lexington, and fell 
exhausted in the hollow square which 
he drew up to protect them. An hour's 
rest, and the force was on the way 
again, but the whole country was 
now swarming with militia, and Percy 
too, had to fight his way. Seven 
miles from Boston. a fresh force of 
militia nearly stopped him altogether 
and at sunset he reached Charlestown 
and the shelter of the British fleet, 
on the dead run, while 700 more mili- 
tia were marching to intercept him. 
The British lost 272, the Americans 
98. That was 153 vears ago last 
week. The militia continued to pour 
out until, two days later, General 
Gage in Boston found himself _ be- 
sieged by 16,000 men. The revolu- 
tion had begun.

One hundred and fifty-three years 
ago Jast Thursday, in the early hours 
of the morning, the British troops, 
marching silently along the road to 
Lexington, saw lights twinkling on 
the hilltops and heard bells and siz- 
nal guns. Revere had done his work 
well. Colonel Smith sent Major Pit- 
eairn forward with six companies ot 
infantry to secure the bridges over the 
Concord river. Also he sent back to 
Boston for reinforcements. Fiske. in 
“The American Revolution,” describes 
the first skirmish: 

“When Pitcairn reached Lexington, 
just as the rising sun was casting long 
shadows across the village green, he 
found himself confronted by some 
fifty minute-men, under command of 
Captain John Parker—hardy veteran. 
who fifteen years before had climbed 
the heights of Abraham by the sidé 
of Wolfe, 

**Don’t fire unless you are fired 
on,’ said Parker, ‘but if they want 
war, it may as well begin here.’ 

“‘Disperse, ye villains!’ shouted 
‘Damn you, why don’t you 
And as they stood — 
As

An analysis of the federal reserve 
board’s condition statement of 646 
reporting member banks in leading 
cities, as of April 11, shows a 
healthy and encouraging economic 
condition, as of the country as a 
whole.

FOR RURAL RECLAMATION. 

It will be recalled that several 
months ago the secretary of the in- 
terior, Dr. Work, appointed a com- 
mittee to investigate sites in the 
south for the creation of organized 
rural communities to demonstrate 
methods of reclamation and planned 
rural development. 

The paramount purpose, as stated 
at the time, was to create in each 
of several southern states, including 
Georgia, one organized rural com- 
munity composed of at least 200 
farmers and farm workers and_-their 
families, having a definite agricul- 
tural program, and organized to co- 
Operate in social and businéss af- 
fairs. | 

The house committee on investi- 
gation and reclamation has reported 
a bill, carrying out the purposes as 
Outlined, favorably. The report was 
made by Congressman Lankford, of 
Georgia, a mentber of that commit- 
Secretary Work opposes the 
bill as reported, however, because 
it provides a gross appropriation of 
$10,000,000, which he says is con- 
trary to the president’s policy. 

The report says in part: 


tee. 


“In each of these states are large 
areas of neglected but fertile land or 
land that is poorly cultivated at pres- 
ent. These lands require a certain 


amount of reclamation. This includes 
clearing the land of brush and in some 
cases stumps and requires some drain- 
age. The drainage work on tracts in- 
vestigated by the department of the 
interior varies from a few dollars an 
acre for surface drainage to $20 an 
acre for underdrainage. Some of the 
tracts are old plantations of good soil 
Which require the clearing of brush 
along streams and soil improvement 
work before settlement because of the 
depletion of soil fertility through a 
one-crop farming system. 

“It has been adequately demon- 
strated, however, that the carrying out 
of reclamation work does not alone 
result in settlement and the creation 
of prosperous rural communities. The 
profitable utilization of the native re- 
sources of the soil and the creation of 
permanent and prosperous § agricul- 
tural communities depends on the kind 
of homes the people live in, the kind 
of live stock kept on farms, the kinds 
of crops grown, the skill of the eulti- 
vators, the character of credit avail- 
able for settlers “and on the coopera- 
tive and other organizations created 
for buying and selling, securing the 
proper social and educational advan- 
tages and very largely upon the land 
being owned by the people who culti- 
vate it. 

“The bill recognizes that reclama- 
tion should include more than the dig- 
ging of drain ditches or clearing the 
land and makes provision for these 
other essential features.” 

Because of the limited appropria- 
tion, definite conclusions were not 
reached on all of the tracts selected 
in the various southern states, but 
sufficient information was obtained 
to state that four tracts were feasi- 
ble of development under the plan 
proposed in the bill and that suit- 
able tracts can be.found for this pur- 
pose in each of the states men- 
tioned. As an illustration, their con- 
clusion will be given on the tract 
at Albany, Ga., which is regarded as 
typical: ia 

“This tract is locatéd in central 
Georgia near Albany and comprises 
24.345 acres. Price, $27 an acre. 
About 70 per cent is cleared and 30 
per cent covered with timber and 
brush. The area cropped in 1926 
amounted to 5,682 aeres with crop 
values of $109,000. Crops consisted 
of cotton, corn and peanuts. Soils are 
sa-dy loam and loamy sand, easily 
worked and adapted to a wide variety 
of crops. The agriculture recommend- 
el provides for keeping dairy cows, 
hogs and poultry on farms. Cash crops 
would be cotton, peanuts, tobacco and 
some truck crops. Pecans are recom- 
mended for each farm, ‘These various 
cash crops will displace cotton as the 
main cash crop and introduce the gen- 
eral use of legumes and animal fer- 
tilizers. The soils require humus. On 
a 100-acre farm, 60 acres ghould be 
sown to cover crops and plowed under 
the first year. Farms would vary 
from 80 to 120 acres. Provision 
should be made for farm laborers and 
market gardeners on 5 and 10-acre 
farms. About 250 farmers would be 
required to settle the tract. 

“The cost of drainage is estimated 
at $40,000; clearing, $60,000; roads 
to serve each farm with an outlet, 
$60,000; sowing and plowing under 
cover crops on 12,000. acres, $1206,- 
000; permanent pastures on 38,000 
acres, $15,000. Total estimated de- 
velopment cost, $295,000. Cost of land, 
development, administration, service 
and reserve would require that.farms 
be sold at an average of $52.50 an 
acre. | 

“The cost of a completely developed 
and equipped farm ef 100 acres, in- 
cluding buildings, fences, live stock 
and equipment, will vary from $10,000 
to $12,000. Of this amount, $7,500 
would have to be invested the first 
year, exclusive of cost of land. Esti- 
mated gross incomes would vary 
from $2,500 to 
Transportation facilities serving this 
tract are excellent and good local mar- 
kets are at hand. Water is plentiful 
from artesian wells.”

The most important thing to be 
done to preserve our forest is the 
prevention of fires.

Fires not only impoverish the land 
but destroy the growth.

Entering Mexico through Laredo 
and then across the desert of Tau- 
malipas and Nuevo Leon is not cal- 
culated to inspire the new-comer with 
any idea of the grandeur or glory of 
Mexico. The desert has its faseina- 
tion, but one must be much closer 
to it than the window of a passing 
train to feel its fascinating qualities. 

From the train it soon impresses 
ene as dry and hot and long and tire- 
some. The multitudinous stops seem 
quite unnecessary. For often there 
will be but one or two adobe huts 
near the station. Sometimes only a 
miserable hovel made of old-time 
stray pieces of corrugated iron, flat- 
tened kerosene cans and a bit of dirty 
thatch for a_ roof. And sometimes 
there is nothing at all in sight except 
the station, which itself may a 
very suitable stone structure. 

The first day wears away, however, 
and the next day finds us in a better 
land. The mountains are not 50 
jagged, the plains. are more inviting, 
trees become frequent and dotted over 
the landscape are the belfries and 
domes of innumerable churches that 
mark a cluster of Mexican homes. 

By sundown we reach Mexico City, 
which spreads itself generously in the 
center of a mountain girt plain 7,500 
feet above the level of the sea. The 
scurrying motors and clanging street 
cars give one the impression of a city 
running full blast and one welcomes 
the quiet shelter of the hotel as in 
any other of the world’s great cities.

Despite “these evidences of the re- 
cent internal struggle and its fearful 
cost to the country, there are also 
signs uf the real progress that is be- 
ing made in reorganization. ‘Trains 
are pretty generally on time, streets 
are clean and well policed. ‘Traffic is 
handled with reasonable skill.‘ ‘Phere 
is an atmosphere of orderliness and 
adequate social control. 

The Alameda—or Central Park— 
is a bower of beauty with its trees 
and flowers and marble statues. The 
Pasco from the center of the city to 
Chapujtepec is a boulevard of which 
any city might be proud. Ando Cha- 
pultepec Park itself is a constant de- 
light. The castle which crowns the 
hill—the home of the chief executive 
—is more interesting historically than 
artistically. But below it the wind- 
ing drives, the shady walks, the flow- 
er-bordered stretches of green, exert 
a never-ending charm on visitor and 
Mexiean alike. Here is Mexico City’s

Mexico is blessed—or cursed—with 
an infinitude of opinions as to her 
future, One does not have to be 
in the country more than 48 hours 
to collect a considerable’ variety. 
While this is especially true among 
the foreigners who live here the Mex- 
icans themselves are not at all of 
one—or a dozen minds. ‘The country 
is going to the dogs and it is-on ita 
wav to ineffable peace and- pros- 
perity. And it is doing everything 
m between. 

Each opinion is backed up by its 
proneuncer witli a personal convic- 
tion and a wealth of evidence that 
makes a colleetion of them uttely 
confusing. An inquiring visiter may 
save himself a world of thinking if 
he confines himself to one species of 
opinion, collecta all the evidence sub- 
mitted in-its support, and rigorously 
excludes auything to the contrary. 
Then, even after a short visit, he can 
go away with a picture clear, distinct, 
final—and almost undoubtedly wrong. 

The truth, the real balance of 
things, most certainly lies between 
the two extremes. Just where it lies 
it is the task of the political analyst 
to discover’ if he can from the 
whole mass of opposing contentions 
which he meets. ‘To locate it with 
exactitude. is probably beyond the 
skill of any single observer, but every 
sincere and open-minded eftort makes 
its contribution. 

To ~reserve the open-mindedness, it 
is necessary to keep first impressions 
very light. Yet they are of the’ ma- 
terial from which ultimate con¢lu- 
sions must be drawn, so they can- 
not be discarded altogether. A few 
may net be out of place. From 
these it would appear: That the pres- 
ent rulers of Mexico are not a gang 
of utterly selfish politicians bent only 
on their own gain; that they are 


a down-trodden people; that they are 
human heings imbued with varying 
degrees of sincerity and selfishness, of 
skill and ineptitude; that there are 
many excellent plans for the better- 


ment of Mexico afoot and that selfish 
interests often sadly interfere with the 
practical execution of these plans; 
and that Mexico. is much more inter- 
extel in her own problems than in 
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those of any other country—including 
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not angels from heaven sent to guide.

“Science and the Modern Werld,” 
by A. N. Whitehead. (The Maemillan 
Company, - Publishers, New York. 
Price $2.50.) 

“Science and the Modern World” 
is an amplifieation of a course of 
Lowell lectures delivered by the au- 
thor in February, 1925, and now 
first published. The book is a criti- 
cal study of the atmosphere of thought 
which is at once required for scientific 
progress and produced by it. The 
erigins of the scientific mentality as 
derived from the ancient world and 
the middle ages are first considered ; 
then the reactions between science and 
the general tone of thought are brief- 
ly characterized for the various pe- 
tiods from the seventeenth century 
to the present date. The emphasis 
has been laid on the actual working 
mentality of each age in science and 
in other spheres of activity. In this 
way the concepts of an order of na- 
ture, induction, matter, organism, mec- 
hanism, space, time, continuity, atoem- 
ism, interaction are exhibited as fun- 
damental in the science of the past. 
The influence of new physical theories, 
such as the molecular theory, the 
quantum theory § and 
modifying these concepts is then dwelt 
upon. The philosophical attempts to 
combine these scientific concepts into 
a system harmonious with each other, 
and our other intuitions, are appre- 
ciated; and an endeavor is made to 
indicate a line of thought to include 
the necessary scientific concepts, and 
at the same time to provide room for 
aesthetic and religious intuitions. Ac- 
cordingly, chapters on the poetic view 
of nature, God, religion and science 
and on certain modern social deficien- 
cies are included, The book thus in- 
eludes an attempt to lav the’ founda- 
tions of a cosmology which shall be 
in close relation to the actual thought 
of the present age both on its scien- 
tific and its religious sides.

Same delights and buried their precious 
cargoes. 

Legend names not one but a num- 
ber of rich treasures hidden in its area. 
On Cocos Island the famous bucca- 
heer Captain Davis is reputed to have 
left much gold, and the pirate Benito 
Bonito is said to have buried $2,000,- 
000 worth of loot. To its leafy 
pleasances an absconding party of 
Mexican politicians is alleged to have 
fled later with $1,000,000 in party 
funds. But the greatest of all its 
hoards is the national treasure of Peru, 
stolen from Callao de Lima by the 
mutinous crew of the Mary Dear only 
as long ago as 1820. 


There are a number of versions of 
the astonishing coupe de main of the 
Mary Dear. The generally accepted 
account is that the government of 
Peru, fearing the capture of Lima at 
the hands of Chile, had gathered up 
all the national treasure and conveyed 
it for safe keeping to the forts at 
Callao. Soon after this the trading 


It was such a glittering cargo as 
the plate ships of Spain had carried 
long ago, that the crew of the Mary 
Dear had heard about but never ex- 
pected to see. The master went 
ashore to make final arrangements 
with the authorities, and while he was 
absent the temptation became too 
much for the eleven dazzled members 
of his crew. When the day broke the 
Dear Mary was gone. 

The brig made Cocos Island, and 
there her crew buried the treasure. 
A lad of eighteen, named Thompson, 
variously called Jackie and William, 
was one of the party, and on his re- 
turn to the brig he traced a rough map 
of the locality. Shortly after these 
tarry mutineers hoisted sail for Pan- 
ama. They were intercepted by a Pe- 
ruvian vessel and summarily hanged 
at the yardarm—all except young 
Thompson and two others, who 
agreed to restore the treasure. 


Thompson, being ill and only a boy, 


“was allowed to go free at the. next 


able gentleman’s hoard added to his 
now exclusive information on the 
Lima treasure. 

Twenty-four years later a New- 
foundland seaman named Keating, 
sailing from England for his home 
ports, fell in with a shipmate of mid- 
dle age “‘having about him something 
of an air of mystery.’’ The romantic 
Stranger developed to be none other 
than Thompson. And he _ became 
Keating’s guest in Newfoundland and 
duly confided to him the incredible 
secret of Cocos Island. 

Ultimately Keating persuaded a 
ship owner of Newfoundland to fur- 
nish a vessel for a treasure hunt which 
would make them all rich, but not be- 
fore Thompson had died, leaving to 
Keating, however, the proper chart, 
marked with crosses. The ship owner 
named a certain Captain Bogue to rep- 
resent him, and with Bogue, Keating 
set forth. 

Upon arrival Bogue and Keating 
were rowed ashore, and found by 


turn to the ship through the heavy 
surf their boat was swamped. Bogue, 
heavily laden with gold, sank imme- 
diately. Keating clung to the upturn- 
ed boat, was carried to sea and two 
days later was picked up by a Span- 
ish schooner and put ashore in Cen- 
tral America. Thence he worked back 
to Newfoundland. 

The story goes that Keating. man- 
aged to keep afloat with about $100,- 
000 worth of treasure. 

Long afterwards Keating married a 
young wife, to whom he left the leg- 
acy of Thompson’s map and direc- 
tions. Many years later, in 1894, Mrs. 
Keating organized an expedition with 
a Captain Hackett, in the brig Aurora. 
The Aurora never completed the voy- 
age. 

In the meantime other clews to the 
treasure brought other seekers to Co- 
cos Island. A German, von Bremer, 
spent great sums in tunneling and dig- 
ging, and altogether up to the early

“This American colonial furniture, 
as in all other things American, was 
featured by extremely simple design, 
wlfereas .continental designs almost 
without exception have been com- 
plex. The architecture which we ac- 
cepted from Europe, the home fur- 
nishings, the clothing—all have been 
ornate. It took American #fluence 
to eliminate this complexity and to 
give the simple line a dignity it had 
never before enjoyed. 

“This simplicity of line is reflected 
in our national automobile tastes, 
which incline definitely to the stream- 
line effect. A glance to an old house 
or even a business building standing 
alongside a new one demonstrates 
how radically Americans have elimi- 
nated cornices and trimmings and

Jazz is pass- 
ing rapidly. It never was a 
permanent thing. 

‘Jazz made its appear- 
ance in furniture some years 
ago. At first it resulted 1 
what was called futuristic 
furniture—wild, impossible, 
impracticable things full of 
abrupt angles and crude out- 
lines that followed the general pat- 
tern of American standardization and 
efficiency in industry.

DOUBT very seriously — if 

women of any other country 

in the world lived through as 

many hardships and suffered 

as greatly at any time in. his- 

tory as have women of Russia in the 

last decade. Aside from purely phy- 

sical suffering occasioned by hunger, 

lack of clothing and shoes in cold 

winters, Russian women have gone 

through spiritual and mental anguish 
and untold miseries. 

Germany’s mercilessly accurate ar- 
tillery fire tore bioody gaps in the 
ranks of the Russian soldiers and ma- 
chine guns poured death into charging 
legions of the czar’s army.  Russia’s 
losses in the war with Germany were 
frightful and the number of her dead 
ran into millions. Can any one clear- 
ly imagine a million or more killed 
men? For every soldier killed in the 
titanic struggle for supremacy of im- 
perialism there was a broken heart, a 
shattered dream, a widow, an orphan. 


Betrayal of Armies. 


Russia was at war and while her 
armies, betrayed by treason of the high 
command within and insidious German 
espionage without, fighting a far su- 
perior and more cunning enemy, wom- 
en of Russia were desperately work- 
ing at home, at ammunition plants, in 
the hospitals, caring for the ever 
flowing stream of wounded. And pa- 
tiently, with that characteristic slavi¢c 
submission, waited for the end of the 
slaughter. 

Discouraging reverses suffered by 
the army, together with- appalling 
losses of human life, have reacted with 
telling blows, striking at a humble 
dwelling of a peasant and at a palatial 
residence of an aristocrat.

One could go into Kasansky Sobor 
in Leningrad, a magnificent cathedral 
Situated in the middle of Nevsky Pros- 
pect, and see there women of all classes 
gathered for the purpose ot praying 
and evoking God’s mercy for Russia 
at this hour of distress. Kneeling 
mothers, wives, sisters, a countess in 
dee~ mourning next to a scrubwoman, 
bho hereaved and alike in the eves of 
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The formidable 
shevism last fall.

God, silently oftering passionate pleas 
for those who in the stubborn and pro- 
‘onged struggle with the enemy were 
laken away from home and loved ones. 
Hope was diminishing and in grave con- 
cern for the future of Russia many a 
head bowed, burdened by the thought 
of impending catastrophe. Tears were 
dropping on the cold stones of the 
cathedral’s floor as were millions of 
other tears in past centuries, and the 
cold stone pleats were the mute wit- 
nesses of the ocean of sorrow. 
New Emancipation. 
During my stay in Leningrad and 
Moscow | met the new ‘‘emancipated”’ 
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lhe Bolshevik Republic of Today and 
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woman of soviet Russia. By ‘‘new,” 
I mean the young women of, say 20 
to 25 years old who were brought up 
in the communistic atmosphere. It 1s 
quite natural that the new generation 
is more.or less 3aitst.ed with the pres- 
ent form of government. [*n years 
ago fey were too young to remember 
and appreciate the vast difference in 
social structure and having no past 
they take the present order of things 
aS a matter of fact. Are these new 
women as wholesome and inherently 
fine as women of 10 or 15 years ago? 
Ate they as intelligent, bright and one 
may ask as virtuous? Of course, all 
these things have a relative conception 
and one must not forget that the war 
has considerably changed the standards 
of morals and done away with many

time-honored conventions. 

To begin with, the present genera- 
tion in soviet Russia are atheists. The 
bolshevik government has been wag- 
ing a vigorous anti-religious propa- 
ganda for the last 10 years and the 
result of this malicious campzign is 
that the young men and wenen don't 
believe in existence of God to the point 
of sacrilege. . 
They really laugh at anyone men- 
tioning the name of God and regard a 
person. going to church as an irrespon- 
sible creature deserving sympathy. (In 
one of the new plays the hero’ addresses 
God as ‘‘Comrade God” and the audi- 


ence chuckles with laughter.) , 

Marriage, as an institution, does not 
exist in soviet Russia. A couple ‘vish- 
ing to get mrmrried or, plainly, live -o 
gether as man and wife, apply to what 
is known as “Z. A. G. S.”’ (bureau of 
registration) and have their names reg- 
istered. Should they find out that their 
‘“marriage’’ was not a success, they can 
secure a divorce on the following day. 
Married today—divorced the next day, 
all for the price of 75 cents in our 
money. There is a young woman in 
Leningrad who holds the record of 
having been married and divorced six 
times in ten days. <A very tempera- 
mental person, one may_ remark. 
looseness of family obligations and an 
absence of a moral restraint is evi- 
denced in many ways. 

Let us not oe too 
harsh in condemning 
this condition for we 
must remember from 
history that every tre- 
mendous upheaval and 
consequent change of 
power was always ac- 
companied by a wave 
of loose morals. and 
depravity. 


Women’s Privileges. 


Women workers in 
soviet Russia have cer- 
tain privileges that are 
to be commended. 
Every married woman, 
and even the unmar- 
ried, approaching a pe- 
riod of motherticod, 
entitled to mevical at- 
tention absolutely free 
of charge. And every 
woman who is employ- 
ed in a factory gets a 
leave of absence for 
two months before and 
two months after the 
birth of the child, with half of her pay. 
Besides, the government supplies the 
baby with an initial issue of clothes. 
In the event that a mother for some 
reason is not fit or is not able to bring 
up the child, the state takes care of 
such cases and the child is brought up 
in one of the many nurseries. 


| met quite a few really charming 
girls and women in Leningrad who be- 
longed to the former ‘‘intelligentzia” 
and who were not touched by the 
moral decay. Their former cultural 
background and innate sense of de- 
cency kept them sweet and whole- 


come. These fine and = intellectual 
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women live under most trying and se- 
ductive conditions. Having been 
brought up in an atmosphere of refine- 
ment and cherishing certain proud 
family traditions they are, nevertheless, 
compelled to come in contact with the 
ruffians, the common laborers, for the 
soviet government has equalized dit- 
ferent stratas of Russian lite ana made 
them all ‘‘comrades.”’ These vomen, 
touched by personal tragedies, 3: emed 
to be reconciled to their fate and 
present a rather bright ana at the same 
time pathetic picture. 

Are they discourag- 
ed? Not by any 
means. They continue 
as much as possible to 
pursue their careers— 
that of a singer, a mu- 
Sicilian, a lawyem a 
teacher. Very few 
married for the simple 
reason that they could 
not find a mate worthy 
of their consideration. 
So they live and try to 
find personal happiness 
and contentment in 
their work and_ seek 
cultural diversions § in 
lectures, art and _ the- 
aters. 


Art and Theaters. 


Some one Said that 
“every Russian is an 
artist in his soul.” A 
very complimentary. re- 
mark; indeed, and a 
very true one. Let us 
go back into Russian 
history a little and 
trace this development 
of art and theater. Up until the year 
of 1861 Russian peasants, over one 
hundred million, were in slavery and 
were actual property of the iand- 
owners. 

These peasants cou'd have heen 
bought or so'd or exchangea. Amone¢ 
the Russian serfs there were my good 
voices, comely faces and graceful danc- 
ers. Russian Empress El zabeth (Eli- 
zaveta Petrovna), who received her 
education unde. the french tutorship 
had an inordinale passion for anything 
pertaining to France and especially the 
French theater. She was the _ first 
patron-saint of Russian art and it was 
during her reign that establishment of 
the Russian theater took place in 1756. 

The noblemen who copied anything 
that was shown at the court wanted to 
cultivate the theater at their own es- 
tates. They felt that this was not only 
an exclusive entertainment but also a 
sort of luxury of which one could boast 
to one’s friends. So here and there in 
the homes of the rich the amateur ac- 
tors began to give performances. 

Theaters on the eve of the February 
revolution reflected the true mood of 
the majority of Russians who did not 
expect and certainly did not wish revo- 
lutionary disorders. On a certain night 
in February, 1917, while the bullets 
were whistling in the suburbs of Len- 
ingrad, the elite audience in the Alex- 
andrinsky theater, unaware of the 
ominous harbinger of the revolution, 


premiere of Lermontoff’s 


applauded their favorite actor at the 
‘“Masque- 
rade.”” The theater was packed by the 
“‘who’s who” of Leningrad and the 
play was lavishly staged under the di- 
rection of the famous Meyerholdt. The 
audience was enthralled by the superb 
performance, charmed by the exquisite 
verses of Lermontoff and delighted by 
the subtle acting of the ever popular 
and handsome Yourieff—the John 
Barrymore of the Russian stage, On 
the following morning Leningrad was 
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in the hands of the revolutionists. The 
eventful month of February had just 
passed. The provisional. government 
congratulated the artists of ‘“‘formerly” 
Imperial theaters with “liberated Rus- 
sia and liberated art.” 

Chaliapin Peeved. 

When, the Marinsky theater opened 
its doors on March 12, 1917, the audi- 
ence was in a decidedly revolutionary 
mood and at the close of the perform- 
ance demanded that singers and the 
chorus render the ‘‘Marseilleuse’’— 
this stirring French national hymn the 
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V. ]. Katchalov in the part of the Baron 


in M. Gorky’s play, “L’Asyle de Nuit,” 
presented in a Moscow theater. 
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playing of which was considered a po- 
litical offense during the old regime. 
At the same time a group of writers, 
artists and musicians gathered for the 
purpose of creating a new  nafional 
hymn. 

Feodor Chaliapin, who was present 
at the meeting, readily offered ‘‘Hymn 
to Revolution” of his own composition. 
Chaliapin admitted, however, that the 
musical theme was borrowed from an 
Italian war song of Garibaldi’s time, 
but the words were Chaliapin’s own. 
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M. E. Kalinia, left, a former workman who now 1s president of the All-Russian Central Execu- 
tive Committee, and A. Rykoff, premier of Soviet Public Commissars. 


nd right there and then he sang in 
true and grand style the new hymn. 
Composers Glasunoff and Cherepnin 
found this new revolutionary opus too 
amateurish and lacking certain features 
to be adapted for the future national 
use. Chaliapin was peeved and de- 
fiantly thundered that should he be 
barred from singing the new hymn in 
he Martnsky theater, he would go to 
Marsovo Pole and sing it there under 
the open sky. (Marsovo Pole is a 
sort of parade ground where the armies 
yassed in review before the czar or 
visiting royalties). No one of those 
present at the meeting dared to oppose 
the enraged Chaliapin and the. confer- 
ence broke up without -achieveing its 
purpose 
The Theater Today. 

It is a remarkable thing that despite 
adverse economic conditions in soviet 
Russia, the theater, art galleries, and, 
movies are crowded and in some cases, 
as in Moscow Art theater, the seat 
for certain performances are entirely 
sold out for weeks ahead. An intelli- 
gent Russian will forego his meals in 
order to be able to buy a ticket to a 
theater or a concert. That fine desire 
for higher things in life and craving 
cultural entertainment is in,the blood. 
Of course, the plays one sees in Russia 
are largely with a distinct rec “lavor 
and they carry the never-ceasing subtle 
propaganda. In other word, in the 
well defined and unswerving policy to 
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educate the people to the ideas of com- 
munism, only those plays are allowed 
that are in accord with the communistic 
doctrines. So those splendid plays by 
Chekhov, the plays that really made 
the Moscow Art theater famous over 
the: world, are forbidden for various 
bolshevistic reasons. | 

The most popular play in soviet 
Russia today is ‘“The Armored Train,” 
with V. Katchaloff in the leading role, 
then ‘‘Razlom,” a play dealing with 
the seizure of Leningrad by the Baltic. 
fleet with most of the scenes laid on 
board the cruiser ‘‘Aurora,’”’ which 
bombarded the winter palace from the 
River Neva. The acting, and espe- 
cially the mass scenes, is remarkable in 
its realism. Viewing this play, I was 
spellbound by the wonderfully realistic 
performance and felt as if | was in the 
center of those tumultuous _ historical 
events. 

Tse moving pictures are fully 75 
per cent of foreign make, with the 
American films leading the parade, 
Douglas Fairbanks, Mary _ Pickford, 
Harold Lloyd, Charlie Chaplin, Adolph 
Menjou, Florence Vidor, Gloria Swans 
son, Norma Talmadge are known to 
every Russian, and when I was in Lens 
ingrad the local movie houses were 
showing ‘‘The Thief of Bagdad,”’ ‘‘The 
Three Musketeers” and ‘Women of 
Paris.” 

The majority of Russian’ films 
(‘“‘Sovkino’’) are rather mediocre and 
lack the technique of our productions, 
The best picture made in soviet Rus- 
sia, under the direction of Eisenstein, is 
“The Cruiser Potiemkin,” but it cone 
tained sO much communistic propa- 
ganda that the showing of this fim 
was prohibited in France, Germany and 
England. Douglas’ Fairbanks, who 
visited in the summer of last year in 
Moscow, took the picture with him to 
America, but it was only shown in pris 
vate to a selected audience and never 
reached the general public. 

Stars Poorly Paid 

Moving picture actors are poorly 
paid and $50 a week is censidered a 
splendid salary even for a star. While 
in Leningrad I received a photograph 
of Ethlyn Clair, the beautiful and tal- 
ented Atlanta girl, who is rapidly rising 
to fame through her work with Uni- 
versal pictures. | showed this photo- 
graph to a few Russian actresses, who 
expressed. most sincere adoration for 


‘Ethlyn Clair’s striking beauty, poise 


personality and, of course, her clothes, 
which drew gasps of envious acmira- 
tion. After all, clothes mean so much 
to all women, and especially to those 
if the stage. 

After an elapse of 15 years | visited 
he Hermitage, a magnificent building 
adjoining the Winter Palace. It is-a 
wonderful art museum and I! was de- 
lightfully surprised to have found this 
place intact and even more Carefully 
guarded than before the soviet regime. 
During the revolution, when the Win- 
ter Palace was ransacked, it was re- 
yorted in the foreign press that the 
Hermitage was also pilfered by irre- 
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of the Seven Sons of Satan, the one 
who takes a keen delight in holding 
up traffic so that every one will be 
late for everything everywhere. They 
think he is only sorry he is not as big 
as Cyclops so that he can grab auto- 
mobiles as they come along and 
throw them over the tallest building 
in town laughing harshly the while. 

No doubt some traffic cops do 
speak more harshly than a sucking 
dove. Personally, if | wanted to con- 
trol the traffic at a busy corner, I do 
not believe | would assign a sucking 
dove to the job. If I did there would 
be nothing feft but a few feathers and 
a spot of grease two minutes later, 
and the street cleaners would have 
to drag out wrecked automobiles for 
a weék before I could find the feath- 
ers at the bottom of the pile. Han- 
dling traffic from the middle of the 
street is no job for a dove; even an 
ostrich would have a hard job. 

In my neighborhood the traffic 
cops do not seem to be such demons. 
They have pet names. We have the 
“Whistling Cop” and ‘Christopher 
Columbus” and the ‘Singing Cop” 
and others known as affectionately, 
and | have known real regret to sound 


in the voice of a lady driver when. 


she said, ‘“‘They’ve taken the “Whis- 
tling Cop’ from that corner.” When 
one comes to know the traffic cop 
more intimately one. can come to love 
him. and sympathize with him, al- 
though perhaps not so as to love him 
passionately when he hands one a 
ticket for having no tail light. 

The fact remains that those of us 
who have studied the traftic cop care- 
fully on his appointed corner are now 
almost ready to assert that he has at 
least the rudiments of a heart in his 


bosom. Contrary to the common be- 
lief, not all traffic cops go home from 
duty and beat up their wives. Only 
a few regularly murder their mothers 
every Sunday night. and then only 
when Sunday drivers have been un- 
usuaily numerous. You will be sur- 
prised, but 38 per cent of the traffic 
cops are actually quite as respectable 
citizens as | am. So are the other 
62 per cent. . 
Modern civilization has culminated 
in the machine, and the machine has 
culminated in the automobile, and the 
automobile bends the knee to nothing 
but the traffic cop. Any objection 
that-automobiles do not have knees 
merely shows your ignorance; we 
lrave some automobiles in our town 
that have so many knees you would 
think they had been in wrecks. They 
have been in wrecks. And if they 
hadn’t been in wrecks they would get 
some knees and bend them if the 
traffic cops wanted knees bent. The 
traffic cop is the boss of the road; 
if he says stop we stop; if he says 
go we go; if he says back up we back 
up; if he says “‘Drive over to the side 
of the road!”’ we perspire freely. 
The laws of the land have their 
finest fruition in the shrill whistle of 
the traffic cop, and now and then it 
looks as if that was about all the frui- 
tion the laws have these days. The 
tweet of the traffic cop’s whistle and 
the raising of. his hand-are about all 
that any one obeys any more. Even 
the bootlegger’s truck pauses when 
that whistle blows, and the taxi driver 
with the thug’s pistol pressing his ribs 
puts on his brakes. The oil giant on 
his way to buy a government efficial 
stops his car to let the child of labor 
cross the road to school when the 


cop’s hand goes up, and the car thief 
is aS humble as a worm. Until he 
gets by. 

Some of the difficulties of the traf- 
fic cop’s job may be imagined when 
it is understood that 216 lady drivers 
passing a given cop in one hour nor- 
mally use 216 different hand signals 
to indicate that they want te make 
left turns. Of these, exactly eighty- 
seven then make right turns, either 
having changed their minds or never 
having wanted to turn left. Of tiose 
who do want to turn left 103 use 
some form of the signal meaning ‘“‘I 
want to turn to the right.” 


In two days, February 7 and 8, 
1928, in our borough at a busy cor- 


ner, only one lady driver who wanted 
to turn left gave the traffic cop the 
proper signal for turning left. Un- 
fortunately, when the cop gave her 
the signal to turn left her car would 
not start, being out of gas, and she 
had to be towed backward up the hill 
to the garage. 


“I tell you, mister,” one of our 
traffic cops told me when I inter- 
viewed him yesterday, “We cops 
don’t get a fair deal from you guys. 
We ain’t no tin gods, but that ain’t 
ne reason for saying we got feet of 
clay. In this business chay feet 
wouldn’t last a cop a week. Rainy 
days they wouldn’t last him two hours. 
What a man needs for this job is cord- 
tire feet—new rubber, too. Say, lis- 
ten. I don’t mind these runabouts 
and coupes running over my feet, but 
look at them buses! Clay feet! Tell 
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it to Sweeney! 

The traffic cop does not ask much 
of us. He asks very little. He 
does not ask love. He does not ask 


us to lean out and kiss his cheek as 
we pass him in our car. He does not 
ask sympathy. He does not ask us 
to drop a tear for him. He asks only 
ordinary human courtesy—that we 
stop when he says stop, and go when 
he says go, and not run over his feet. 

Exactly thirty years ago this month 
I stood on a busy corner. Four 
streams of traffic, one up and one 


down, one east and one west, includ- 
ing street cars, huge trucks with four 
horses, small trucks, horse cabs, car- 
riages and wagons, some going to the 
docks and wharves and some going 
elsewhere, jammed into one criss- 
cross, tangled mass that reached half 
a block in all directions. 

This happened every day, and 
many times each day on this corner 
and on many other corners. The 
curses and the slashing of whips on 
the backs of horses drewned the in- 
effective clanging of the car gongs. 
From somewhere on horseback came 
one of the small handful of traffic 
cops then just instituted, and he came 
with more curses and a polished club 
and beat this way into the mess, hit- 
ting horse and man indiscriminately. 
I never did figure out what he wa: 
trying to do, but at the outskirts of 
the mess two other mounted cops 
Slowly wriggled one truck after an- 
other out of the jam. 1 was paid by 
the week then and | watched for two 
hours. Then the jam was cleared up 
and the streams of traffic moved 
again. 


The modern traffic cop handles ten 
times the traffic and he keeps it mov- 
ing if there is any place for it to move 
to. He leaves his club at home and 
does it with a whistle. 
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years of the present century more 
than twenty expeditions had been fi- 
nanced to recover the trove. In the 
’°90’s the strange figure of August Ges- 
slier became established conspicuously 
in the picture. 

Gesslier is reported as saying of 
himself: ‘‘l] was a sailor adventurer in 
the South Seas when I first heard of 
Cocos Island. I ran away from a lux- 
urious home on the Rhine. It was on 
the Sandwich Islands that | met an 
old ex-pirate called by the beachcomb- 
ers ‘Old Mack,’ who told weird tales 
of his life under the black flag.” 

When he was dying “Old Mack’ 
told hts daughter of a treasure which 
he had buried long ago on Cocos Is- 
land, and in partnership with her hus- 
band, Gesslier set out to seek pirates’ 
gold. They found rusty pots, broken 
swords, the rusty eyebolts used in the 
pirate’s hoisting tackle and the breast- 
bone of a man—but the treasure was 
elusive. Gesslier took up his residence 
on Cocos Island, succeeded in having 
himself duly appointed its governor 
by Costa Rica, and until recently has 
maintained his difficult position willy 
nilly. 

Now Gesslier is through. He is an 
old man. According to news dis- 
patches, before her recent death in 
New York Gesslier’s wife exacted a 
promise from him that he would never 
return to the island. 

Back in 1896 Cocos and Mrs. Gess- 


lier were visited by Captain Shrap- 
nel, of H. M. S. Haughty, who had 
picked up alluring tales of Bonito and 
Thompson here and there along the 
coast. To vary life aboard ship Shrap- 
nel sent off a party of 300 bluejackets, 
who excavated likely looking spots 
without result. 

The scandalized Admiralty, punctili- 
ously taking its tea in Whitehall, far 
from the witching South Pacific and 
the lure of pirates’ gold, sent the cap- 
tain a sharp reprimand for this ex- 
ploit. 

But Shrapnel had not had enough. 
He was patient only as long as it took 
for him to secure a leave of absence. 
Then he set out from England with a 
party of gentlemen adventurers in the 
Lytton. This was in 1903. 

Hervey de Montmorency, of this ex- 
pedition, has described their fruitless 
search for treasure. After ten days of 
useless effort, “Captain Shrapnel at 
last called a council of war and de- 
clared his opinion that the search was 
hopeless. Landslides, previous exca- 
vations and the torrential rains of this 
tropical region had so entirely altered 
the island that clews were of little 
awan.”” ~ 

The party visited Gesslier, who “at 
once waded out in the surf to greet 
the visiters—a tall, bronzed man, with 
a long, gray beard reaching below his 
waist, and deep-set eyes which gazed 
with obvious suspicion. 


“Reassured by Captain Shrapnel’s 
party that he had nothing to fear from 
them, he invited them to his house 
and clearing and told them of his long 
and lonely hunt for the pirates’ treas- 
ure. When he first went to live on 
Cocos he found many traces of the 
freebooters. There were traces of 
their old camps, with thirty-two stone 
steps leading to a cave, old fireplaces, 
rusty pots and arms and empty bottles 
to mark the scene of the carousing. 
He had found only one gold coin, a 
doubloon bearing the date 1783.” 

From 191tt to 1913 no less than 
four expeditions tunnelled- and blast- 
ed on Cocos and gave it up. One of 
them was organized by two adven- 
turous Englishwomen, another by an 
old sea captain, who spent the sav- 
ings of a lifetime in the search. Equal- 


ly fruitless was the expedition of Lieu- 
tenant F. W. Kealey, which set out 
from England only three years ago. 

But August Gesslier stuck. Year by 
year, while stock companies have been 
floated and individual expeditions or- 
ganized to recover the treasure of Co- 
cos Island, Gesslier has pursued his 
steady search as untiringly as old pros- 
pectors plod through the hills with 
gold always over the next ridge. He 
has never found the loot, but he is 
sure that it ts there. 

So is Mr. George Williams, late of 
the British navy, head of the latest 
expedition. 


The search for Cocos Island’s treas- 
ure seems to be, after all, a traditional . 
lure for the retired list of the British 
navy. The mantle of Lord Fitzwilliam, 
Admiral Palliser and Captain Shrapnel 
falls appropriately upon a _ former 
lieutenant of the senior service. , 

From President Chiari of Panama 
Mr. Williams holds a special conces- 
sion for treasure hunting in that re- 
pubhe. There two years ago he or- 
ganized a search for the treasure said 


to be buried beneath the ruins of the 


Church of San Jose, particularly for 
the statue of the Virgin—a figure of 
purest gold. Mr. Williams did not find 
the statue, but dug up enough gold to 
precipitate a suit- with the owner of 
the ruins. 
From the proceeds of this and other 
reputed finds on the Isthmus Mr. Wil- 
liams has equipped the present expedi- 
tion. He has, he says, a “secret elec- 
trical gold divining rod,” which has been 
his infallible guida in his Panamanian 
hunts. Any day now Mr. Williams will 
be up before daybreak, straining his 
eyes through the warm tropical dawn 
for the cliff-like shores of Cocos Is- 
land. ‘“‘He confidently expects,” the 
news dispatches say, ‘‘to make a real- 
ly large find.”” Thousands of stay-at- 
home taxpayers will wish him luck and 
hope that he will sail home at least 


with every one of the ‘273 gold-hilted 
swofds, inlaid with jewels.” 
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sponsible mobs and that some of its 
treasures were either stolen or wan- 
tonly destroyed. This was emphatic- 
ally denied by A. Luncharsky, a mini- 
ster of art and education, who is by 
the way, a very learned and cultured 
man of the old Russian school. Fear- 
ing that damage might be done to the 
Hermitage and other museums during 
the hectic days of revolutions and law- 
lessness, he ordered several platoons 
of soldiers to be stationed inside and 
outside of the buildings to prevent 
any possible acts of vandalism. 

The art gallerie> of the Hermitage 
are of world-wide fame and among 
its rich collections of paintings of the 
Holland school in the seventeenth cen- 
tury there are most complete works 
of the illustrious representative of the 
above school—Rembrandt. 

There are more than 40 paintings 
of Rembrandt and their true vaiue is 
beyond estimation. Of all masters 
whose work marks the highest degrees 
of art, Rembrandt is not only the best 
known, but the most popular. 

The Hermitage contains numerous 
priceless paintings of masters of Hol- 
land, Flemish and Italian schools, and 
when | was there just a few weeks 
ago, I could not take my eyes away 
from Leonardo da Vinci’s most won- 
derful creation, ‘‘“Madonna Litta.’’ The 
divine beauty of the Virgin Mary in 
this painting transcends the material 
conception of pulchritude. Her pro- 
file is of such exquisiteness and the 
famous Leonardian wistful smile, a 
smile almost imperceptible, yet cap- 
tivating, and all the more appealing 
because of inconsistency of the faint- 
ly smiling lips and seriousness of the 
eyes. The expression of Madonna’s 
face is full of profound, prophetic 
melancholy which, however, is soften- 
ed by her smile signifying the com- 
plete spiritual union of the child and 
mother 

The Hermitage houses paintings of 
the French masters of the eighteen 
and nineteen centuries and one can 
feast one’s eyes on the works of Wat- 
teau, Boucher and daring and sensu- 
ous canvases of Fragounard. 


The Old Nobility. 

Whatever became of the thousands 
of grand dukes, princes, counts, bar- 
ons and other less important titled per- 
sons who before the revolution lived 
in Russia on the fat of the land? 

The civilized world was. stupefied 
and astonished by the brutal and cold- 
blooded murder of the Romanoff fam- 
ily in 1918. The Czar Nicholas H, 
his wife, five beautiful daughters and 
Alexis, heir to the throne, were taken 
down the basement of the house in 
Ekaterinburg, Siberia, shot and club- 
bed to death and, after burning their 
bodies to ashes, secretly buried in the 
woods. 

This unparalleled wholesale murder 
of the imperial family was quickly 
followed by a series of assassinations 
of other members of the reigning dy- 
nasty. Those who managed to escape 
the ruthless wrath of the bolsheviks 
are now scattered all over the world. 
The Grand Duke Nicholas, uncle of 
the late czar and former commander- 
in-chief of the Russian army during 
the war, is residing in France, some- 
where near Paris, and is taking things 
easy. He is quite old and feeble but 
still militant and is officially at the 
head of the Russian monarchistic 
party in France. 

He and his self-exiled confreres are 
staunch believers in a monarchy as 
the only practical form of government 
for for Russia and even entertain a vague 
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idea of staging a political comeback. 
How and when this monarchistic coup 
d’etat will take place no one knows 
and anyway it is nice and quite safe 
to be away from the land of soviets 
and keep on dreaming. Instead of re- 
maining in Russia in that fatal hour 
when her future was hanging in peril- 
ous balance and combating bolshevis- 
tic menace, these loquacious patriots 
deserted the country: like so many rats 
leaving the burning ship. The idea 
of liberating the Russian people from 
the yoke of bolshevism after ten years 
of more or less successful application 
of the principles of Communism is 
preposterous and to any Sane political 
observer it would appear a mere joke. 
Nobility in Poris. 

Quite a number of ex-generals and 
colonels have taken up the profession 
of taxi drivers and I saw in Paris a 
few distinguished lock'ng gentlemen 
of military bearing who. while waiting 
for the next passengers, were perus- 
ing a Russian daily. Some work in 
automobile factories of Citroen (a 
French Henry Ford). many are mak- 
ing a living as janitors. I know of a 
certain Russian count. a former com- 
mander of a crack re>*ment of Hus- 
Sars, now living in Paris and earning 
a living making dolls. One or two 
princesses have opened dressmaking 
salons and are enjovinrg a prosperous 
business, and by catering to rich 
Americans who pav fabulous prices, 
they have amassed snug fortunes. 
Grand Duke Dmitry. a nephew of the 
late czar, has recently married an 
American heiress. Russian princes, 
two or three generals and one grand 
duke have found emvlovment as ex- 
tras in Hollywood. There are Rus- 
sian restaurants in Paris and New 
York where the patrons are being 
served by countesses and haronesses. 
Prince Felix Yousupoff. reputed to be 
the richest man !n Russia before the 
downfall of the czarist regime, es- 
tablished his residence in America. 

When in Leningrad [| visited his 
former palace. It is a wonderful ex- 
ample of opulence and barbaric lux- 
ury in which its former owner lived. 

When you enterthrough the small 
vestibule, your eyes encounter the 
vista of a beautiful white marble stair- 
case flanked on either side by huge 
bronze lions holding a torch in their 
mouths. There is an amfilade of beau- 
tifully decorated rooms and tall doors 
of genuine sandal wood with bronze 
trimmings of exquisite design. 

The spacious ballroom with classi- 
cal statues of Italian marble, wonder- 
ful draperies of heavy silk, rare paint- 
ings, candelabras of cut glass, orien- 
tal vases, art pieces, bric-a-brac beg- 
gars description. One of the most 
unique features of Yousupoff’s palace 
is a replica of the. famous Marinsky 
theater. It has a seating capacity of 
three hundred, and although architect- 
urally a miniature of the opera house, 
it naturally is much prettier on ac- 
count of having an intimate air and 
possessing a certain coziness. That 
evening there was a play dealing with 
the former autocratic regime, the re- 
gime that afforded Prince Yousupoff 
this unheard of luxurious mode of liv- 
ing and protected him and his like. 
Of course, the play was interspersed 
with vehement tirades against the no- 
bility. 

If the former Owner of this mag- 
nificent palace could return to. Len- 
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ingrad, he would find many surpris- 
ing changes. In the first place, the 
palace has been renamed ‘“‘Dome 
Prosvestchenia,’’ which translated in 
English means ‘‘The Home of Enlig} t- 
ment.’’ Factory workers, laborers, 
young people predominating, fwure- 
gather there nightly and attend dif- 
ferent meetings, lectures, indoor 
sports events, chess tournaments, po- 
litical disputes and stage presenta- 
tions. | remember a humorous inci- 
dent which took place during a lec- 
ture on astronomy. A very learned 
Russian astronomer was telling his au- 
dience about the heavenly bodies and 
made a remark that the sun was los- 
ing its heat to the extent of one degree 
every thousand years. ‘“‘Scientists,’’ re 
declared, ‘“‘have figured cut that the 
sun will hecome stone cold eighty mil- 
lion years hence.” ‘In how many 
vears, vou say?” asked one of the 
listeners in a voice trembling with 
genuine fear. “In eighty million 
vears,”’ repeated the lecturer. 
exclaimed the man with a deep sigh 
of relief, sinking in his chair, ‘‘J 
thought vou said eight million.” 


In a Great Palace. 


The public there present a strange 
contrast against the stately rooms, 
richly decorated with gobelins, rare 
vases and marble columns. All are 
dressed in shabby clothes that were 
made over several times. Women 
and young girls wearing dresses of 
cheap cotton material and unattractive 
dark cotton stockings, they seem so 
pathetic in their feminine desire to 
look attractive.

There are several rest rooms with a 
quiet atmosphere, restful, deeply cush- 
ioned club chairs, books and maga- 
zines, soft lights and a large crim- 
son banner above Lenine’s bust, read- 
ing: ‘“‘He who does not know how to 
rest, he does not know how to work.” 
Lenine’s photographs, portraits in dif- 
ferent poses, statues and busts of vari- 
Ous Sizes are in every room in the pal- 
ace. Also red streamers with extracts 
from his speeches, such as ‘“‘We are 
poor, we are uneducated, but it mat- 
ters not so long as we have a desire 
to learn.”’ 

Of course there were many people 
of noble birth and otherwise influen- 
cial before the revolution who for 
various reasons remained in Russia. 
Baron Fredericks, who held the post 
of minister of the Imperial Court for 
many years, recently died. He was be- 
friended by his former cook wh 
shared with the old baron his small 
and dingy room on the fifth story ¢ 
a tenement house. 

Princess Troubetzkoy can be seer 
in rags on the Nevsky Prospect, 
main thoroughfare in Leningrad, sing- 
ing sentimental romances in French 
and begging for alms. She is an old 
woman and | was told the the loss 
of ner. fortune and her mansion (if 
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was confiscated like all private prop- 
erties), affected her mind. 

A former general of the imperial 
army, dressed in an old and complete- 
ly worn-out uniform, his shoes all but 
gone, shivers in the cold and tries 
to sell enough newspapers to buy 
warm meal. 

These people are to be pitied, bu? 
no one cares for them in the new Rus- 


sia and life there does not hold any 
hope for those who at one time were 
on the top rung of the social ladder.

How To Catch - 


By RAY SCHALK 


Manager of the Chicago White Sox. For Many Years Rated the Best Catcher in the American League. 


Without first class catching, no 
baseball team has a good chance of 
winning. Bad catching makes base 
stealing easy, upsets the pitcher and 
cenerally demoralizes the entire team. 
A catcher who ecannot throw accu- 
rately and swiftly to bases is of lit- 
tle use. He is called upon mostly 
to throw to second base, but should 
be alert and ready at all times to 
make a perfect peg to either first or 
third.

The catcher must understand the 
quiekets kind of action.

The backstep’s work is mever done. 
He can put in more time practicing 
than any other man. He must love 
his position and study it and be will- 
ing to take the physical hard knocks 
that ge with it. 


Some Pointers. 


1—The catcher must back up all 
throws to first base, even though he 
may have to run down there time 
after time. One of these trips may 
save a game. Of course, you must 
understand me, this does not apply 
when there are runners on second 
or third base, 

2—Make your job easy. The catch- 
_must be around home plate and in a 
position to throw to the right base 
at all times. 

3—A great deal of practice catch- 
ing foul flies, in order to be able to 
turn instantly in the right direction, 
saves many a step.

If his breast protector is 
too large it will interfere with his 
throwing arm; if his mask does not 
slip off quickly he will lose many 
foul flies. Even uneomfortable ‘eg 
guards may so bether a eatcher that 
he cannot do good werk. Never let 
anyene use your pet glove, because 
ne twe catcher receive a ball alike. 

7—Learn to pick the proper posi- 
tien and distance behind the plate. 
Never crowd in too close because a 
batter’s swing or even a fast foul tip 
may knock you _ out. Save your 
throwing hand all you can, but: re- 
member that a cateher is almost sure 
to get his fingers bunged up sooner 
or later. 

&S—Remember that the catcher is 
the key to the whele situation. Every 
play is before him, and he must guide 
ithe team. [I often think that a ball 
game is played fer the benefit of the 
eateher!

has none of these characteristics. It 
has no eyes, nose, ears, legs, arms, 
nor bones. And as to shape, it has 
none, or, rather, if has many, for it 
changes its shape and size contin- 
ually 

Since it is only one one-hundredth 
of an inch in diameter it can be seen 
only through a microscope and when 
it is so observed it resembles merely 
a piece of transparent jelly with a 
few dark spots scattered throughout 
its mass. These dark spots repre- 
sent particles of feed and some very 
elementary digestive organs. A small 
bubble-like structure is know as the 
contractile vacuele because H con- 
tracts and expands at frequent in- 
tervals to force fluids out of the bedy. 

The amoeba eats and drinks, but 
food enters net through a mouth, but 
by way of the very thin skin that 
covers the animal.

The second 
picture shows how the ameeba begine 
to form a sert of meuth. The third 
picture indicates that the foed is 
i enclosed and Figure 4 shews 
how the minute particle of food hes 
been enclosed. The amoeba really 
wraps iteélf about meal. 

Amoeba are found in the scum of 
fresh water, attached to plants that 
-grew-in ponds and te rocks and woed 
that may be submerged in such water 
bodies.

The Composer 


Meyerbeer was the son of a rich Jev- 
ish banker named Beer. He was born 
in Berlin in 1791. Later in life he added 
the “Meyer” to his name as a compli- 
ment to an uncle of that name. 

His compositions are widely varied 
in type, Meyerbeer seemingly absorbing 
the characters of the various countries 
in which he lived and worked with re- 
markable ease. His earlier works, 
somewhat formal in style, are Germanic 
in many of their phases. Later he be- 
came a convert to the Italian school. 
‘Italian musicians at this period praised 
him as a sort of second Rossini. When 
Meyerbeer went to France, however, he 
became more Gallic, it seems than the 
French. Meyerbeer received the lU- 
bretto of “L’Africaine” in 1838, bat it 
was years before he 
completed the opera. 
fe wrote, erased, 
changed and rewrote 
with slow and pains- 
taking effort. He even 
altered and changed 
the plot, times with- 
out number. The hero, 
Vasco di Gama, was, 
in fact, a character ad- 
ded late in his work, 
as a sort of an after- 
thought. 

The completed 
opera, fist produced 
after the composer’s 
death is one of the 
most beautiful and 
spectacular in the op- 
eratic library, honw- 
ever, and it is only 
necessary to hear it 
to acknowledge that 
all the work was Jus- 
tified. Some of the 
most famous operat- 
ic melodies are in its 
score and it is melo- 
diously poetic 
throughout. As orig- 
inally written, it took 
six hours to perform, 
but the modern pro- 
duction has been cut 
down so_ perfectly 
rather than hurt by 
the trimming.

Selika, however, interposes, dram- 
atically.

from the cabin, seizes Inez and holds 
a knife to her heart, threatening to 
kill the girl unless Vasco is released.

Selika is seized and is about to re- 
ceive a Sslave’s punishment. a flogging, 
when the lowering storm breaks in all 
its fury and the entire ship’s company 
are too busy fighting for their lives to 
waste time fighting female slaves. 


At the height of the storm, the In- 
dian warriors of Selika’s and Nelus- 
ko’s tribe swarm aboard from their 
war canoes. The whites are all slain, 
including Don Pedro, and ‘the tri- 
umphant Indians celebrate their vic- 
tory, proclaiming Nelusko their chiet 
and Selika their queen. The only 
living captives left after the slaughter 
are Vasco and Inez. 


ACT IV. 
Scene: Temple of Brahma. 


In this act occurs what is regarded 
by many as the most beautiful tenor 
aria in the entire range of opera. It 
is the “Oh, Paradise,’’ sung by Vasco 
(Gigli). Regardless of the magnifi- 
cence of the production and the won- 
der of the score otherwise, it is worth 
all expense of the evening to hear this 
luscious solo, with its marvelous or- 
chestral accompaniment, alone. 


The scene opens with a stately, yet 
barbaric, march chorus, known as the 


“Indian March.” It is sung as the 
Indians restore Selika, their long lost 
queen, to her throne. Inez and other 
women survivors from the massacre 
on the ship are marched off to be 
later sacrificed under the deadly man- 
canilla trees. The leaves and blos- 
soms of these trees give off a deadly. 
vapor which first lulls to sleep, then 
stupifies and kills all who linger be- 
neath their boughs. 

Vasco, who has only just been dis- 
covered in the ship’s hold, is brought 
before the queen, Selika. Left alone 
for a few minutes, he sings the ‘‘Oh, 
Paradise” aria, expressing his over- 
whelming joy at the beauty of this 
new land, the El Dorado of his 
dreams, and confidently predicting

Vasco. believing Inez, 
to whom his heart is still true. to be 
dead. consents and he 1s left alone 
with Selika. Then Vasco hears the 
voice of Inez calling for him. She 
has escaped her barbaric captors be- 
fore they could drag her to the man- 
canilla grove. 


ACT V. 
Scene 1. The Queen’s Garden. 


Inez, recaptured, is brought in. Se- 
lika, with womanly intuition sharp- 
ened by her love for Vasco, discovers 
that, despite all her past doubts, Inez’ 
love for Vasco is really true and pure. 
The dusky queen therefore decides to 
sacrifice her own happiness to secure 
that of her lover. 


Selika instructs Nelusko to place 
Inez and Vasco on a ship and send 


them home. To satisfy his demand 
for vengeance she gives the two cap- 
tives some tablets, saying they are to 
be swallowed while they are sailing 
home. She tells Nelusko the tablets 
are poison but they are, of course, 
harmless. : 


Scene 2. The mancanilla grove, on a 
promontory by the sea. 


Selika, standing beneath the poi- 
sonous tree, watches the distant sail, 
fast disappearing, which is carrying 
Vasco and Inez to home and happi- 
ness. She sings a lovely minor fare- 
well to her loved one, to her own 
hopes of joy and to life itself. (‘All 
Thoughts of Hate.’’) She presses. the 
deadly blossoms of the mancanilla to 
her face and is found, fast sinking to 
the lethal sleep, by Nelusko. He, real- 
izing the truth at last, decides to die 
with her and, breathing the fumes be- 
side her, sinks down also into the 
Slumber of death.

Rossini composed “The Barber of Se- 
ville” in thirteen days and, wher told 
this, Donizetti remarked “Very possible, 
he is so lazy.” : 

In some respects the work seems to 
have been hastily thrown together, for 
many of the melodies are taken from 
works of other composers. But, even 
the most flagrant steals are admittedly 
well chosen. The original overture was 
lost and the overture now played, which 
is one of the best known in the lighter 
operatic range, was really wrrttten for 
another, and almost forgotten work 
called “Elizabetta.” 

Fhe opera as a whole, however, is so 
filled with spontaneity, original melody, 
and hilarious good spirits that it ts 
ranked by many critics as the greatest 
of all the Rossini works. The only Ros- 
sini opera of the twenty he wrote which 
may be said to surpass this is “William 
Tell.” | 

One distinguishing feature of the 
music in “The Barber’ is the magnifi- 
cent opportunities it offers for the best 
and most effective use of the singers’ 
voices. Perhaps this explains why it is 
so popular a vehicle for so many stars. 
Rossini certainly understood the human 
voice and he never failed to provide 
every possible opportunity for the dis- 
play of vocal skill, but always retaining 
the natural melodic inspiration. 

At the least count, two of the arias 
in ‘The Barber’ rank at the very top in 
popularity. The “Una Voce Poco Fa,” 
for soprano, is sung by every coloratura 
who ever reached the concert platform, 
while no baritone can call himself a 
singer unless he includes in his repertoire 
“Largo al factotum.”

Asa matter of fact, though the 
count does not know this, Rosina 
dares not acknowledge the musical 
tribute because her suspicious guar- 
dian, Doctor Bartolo, is watching her. 

The count sings a really beautiful 
serenade, “Dawn With Her 
Mantie,’’ to no avail. As he concludes 
he hears a pompous individual, lustily

down the street. So the count hides. 
The newcomer is Figaro, the Barber 
of Seville. It must be remembered 
that in the period of this story, a bar- 
ber was not merely a tonsorialist, but 
also acted as dentist and surgeon, let- 
ting blood and bandaging wounds. In 
his professional capacity, the barber 
of the period had constant access to 
the homes of the great and wealthy 
and he was therefore frequently 
bribed to aid young lovers and old 
roues in their plots to gain access to 
the daughters of these same itmpor- 
tant families. Figaro is proud of his 
own standing and abilities and recites 
a long list of his accomplishments in 
the famous song, ‘“‘Largo al Facto- 
tum.”’ It is a brillianf number, sung 
at terrific speed and is a severe test of 
the ability of the singer. 

The count makes himself known to 
Figaro and enlists the barber’s aid m 
his efforts to arrange a meeting with 
Rosina. At this opportune moment, 
the lady herself, accompanied by Doc- 
tor Bartolo, appears at the balcony 
window. The count sings another 
serenade, “If My Name You Would 
Know,’ and the girl, despite the 
watchfulness of her guardian, man- 
ages to drep him a note. 

Now the young lady is being taught 
music by Basilio, a music master, and, 
on the, side, a matrimonial agent. 
Bartolo leaves the house, giving or- 
ders to his servants that none shall be 
admitted during his absence save 
Basilio. 

Figaro has already worked out a 
plot to get the count into the house. 
Troops are coming to the city and, 
under the law of the day, any house- 
holder had to submit gracefully when 
he was told that one or more of the 
uniformed warriors were to be quar- 
tered upon him as a free lodger. So 
Figaro’s idea is that the count is to 
disguise himself as a dragoon and come 
to the Bartolo residence to be billeted 
there. Simple idea, says Figaro, but 
then all genius is based upon sim- 
plicity. 


Scene Il: A Room in Bartolo’s House. 


As the curtaim rises Rosina is seen 
reading a note she has received from 
this strange young man she knows 
only as ‘“‘Lindor.” She is excited. and 
expresses her feelings in one of the 
loveliest coloratura arias in opera, “‘A 
Little Voice I Hear’’ (Una Voce Poco 
ra}. 

“4 little votee | heard just now: 

Oh, it has thrilled my very heart! 

I feel that | am wounded sore; 

And Lindor ’twas who hurled the 
dart. 

Yes, Lindor, dearest, shall be mine! 

I've sworn it, and we'll never 
part. 

My guardian sure will ne'er consent; 

Bat 1 must sharpen all my wit: 

Content at last, he will relent, 

And we, oh, joy! be wedded 
yet” 

As Rosina runs from the room at 


its conclusion, Doctor Bartolo and 
Basilio enter. 

Bartolo confides to Basilto that he 
wishes to marry his ward himself, but 
that he is handicapped by the desire 
of this Count Almaviva to win her 
hand. Basilio, in his capacity as 
matrimonial agent, thinks he sees a 
chance for a profitable stroke of bust- 
ness and suggests that the two of them 
invent and tell a story about the count 
which will disgrace him. ‘‘How are 
we to do it?’’ asks Bartolo, and 
Basilio answers with his famous de- 
scriptive song, ‘‘Slander’s Whisper.”’ 

The two schemers leave and Rosina 
returns to the room, accompanied by 
Figaro, the barber. Figaro tells her 
of Doctor Bartolo’s ambition to marry 
her himself and this idea amuses Ro- 
sina highly. She asks Figaro who this 
young serenading fellow is, and he 
tells her that he is a pretty decent sort 
of a youngster, but is dying of love. 
“Who is the lady?” asks Rosina and 
the barber tells her it is herself. 
“You’re kidding,” says Rosina, or 
words to that effect, and then follows 
a clever duet, entitled ‘“‘What! 1?” 
Figaro tells her about the plot to billet 
the fake dragoon on the house, but, of 
course, does not disclose Count Al- 
maviva’s incognito. . He then leaves. 

Bartolo returns and the miserly old 
soul misses a sheet of note paper from 
the desk. He accuses Rosina of writ- 
ing a note to the young serenader and 
produces a freshly trimmed quill pen 
as further evidence. He caps this with 
discovering an ink smudge on her fin- 
ger. The.girl replies that she wrapped 
candy in the paper to send to a girl 
friend; that she put the ink on her fin- 
ger as Salve for a cut and that she 
drew an embroidery design with the 
pen. 

He is interrupted in his harangue, 
however, by a knock on the door and 
the count enters dressed as a soldier— 
and pretends to be drunk. The count 


, Manages to get a private word with 


Rosina in the scene which follows, 
while Bartolo calls for the police. He 
claims he has purchased exemption 
from quartering soldiers. The police 
ceme, but the count escapes arrest by 
secretly telling their commander who 
he is. The surprised official satutes 
and takes his men away with him. 
Bartolo nearly chokes with rage and 
the scene ends with a brilliant quartet, 
“Look at Don Bartolo.”

He ts imterrupted 
by the arrival of a stranger, who says 
he is an assistant music master, that 
his superior, Lon Basilio, is ill and he 
has been sent to give Rosina her music 
lesson.

count once more, in a new disguise 
sprung from the resourceful brain of 
Figaro. The count makes himself 
known in a melodious aria, ‘Heaven 
Send You Peace and Joy.” Bartolo 
is. again a little suspicious of this 
vouth, and. the count, to allay this, 
produces the note that Rosina wrote 
to him, as Lindor. He says he found 
it at the inn where Count Almaviva is 
staying. He volunteers to convince 
Rosina that the count is trying to trick 
her. 

Then Rosina enters and the famous 
music lesson scene begins. 

Bartolo refuses to leave the girl and 
her teacher alone and things look dis- 
couraging until Figaro appears, with 
the statement that this is the doctor’s 
shaving day. Figaro also manages to 
steal the key to the balcony window, 
as a matter of general principle on the 
chance it be useful later. The shav- 
ing operation begins at one end of the 
room with the music lesson stift on at 


the other. 


Then, crowning the lovers’ ill luck, 
Basilio appears, hale and_ hearty, 
ready to give the music lesson. The 
resourceful count, however, persuades 
Bartolo he is really there to disclose 
the alleged duplicity -of Count Alma- 
viva to Rosina, and Doctor Bartolo 
helps to get rid of Basilio by insisting 
that the old music master is really ill. 

But that suspicious doctor won’t 
keep quiet. He draws near the pre- 
occupied lovers, hears enough to show 
that he has been tricked again. He 
denounces them and the three plot- 
ters—the count, Rosina and Figaro— 
laugh at him as they run out, pursued 
by the enraged guardian. 

Now the doctor brings Rosina back. 
Desperate at the tricks that have been 
played upon him, he shows Rosina her 
own note, saying it was found in 
Count Almaviva’s room and that it is 
proof that Lindor is deceiving her on 
behalf of the count. Rosina believes 
this and, enraged, offers to marry 
Bartolo at once. She tells him of the 
planned elopement and urges the im- 
mediate arrest of both Lindor and 
Figaro. 

Bartolo goes for the police to make 
the arrest and for Basilio to perform 
the marriage ceremony. 

He‘has barely left when the count 
and Figaro enter by the balcony win- 
dow. Rosina greets them with rage, 
storming out her anger at the duplicity 
She believes they have practiced upon 
her, an innocent, trusting girl. 

But the count drops his incognito 
and makes known his true identity to 
Rosina. The lovers embrace and 
everything looks rosy when Basilio, 
come quickly to perform the marriage. 
ceremony for Bartolo, enters. A pis- 
tol in his ribs quickly changes his 
ideas, however, and he gladly marries 
Rosina to the count. 

Just as the ceremony is over, Bar- 
tolo arrives with the police. Told 
that the culprit is none other than the 
distinguished Count Almaviva the po- 
lice commandant refuses to interfere 
and there is nothing left for Doctor 
Bartolo to do but submit, smilingly if 
he can. The curtain descends upon 
the wordy good wishes of Figaro, 
‘“‘The Barber of Seville.’

Despite the fairy character of this 
opera, it is the work of a man of serious 
purpose in life. Like most other phan- 
tasies, perhaps, the public austerity of 
the composer added to its beautiful 
lightness when he did write a fairy 
opera, revealing the hidden delicacy of 
his spirit. Humperdinck was a deeply 
learned musician. It is only necessary 
to study the score of “Hansel and 
Gretel” to realize the musical sch_la:- 
ship of the man. It is not ponderous, 
but it is workmantike-melody, counter- 
point and counter melody, rich with hu- 
mor and exquisitely beautiful in places. 
The legend is that Humperdinck wrote 
the work for his own chi!dren’s pleasure, 
with no thought of public production. In 
any event, it is spontaneously delightful 
and, whether intended as a public work 
or not. we should be thankful that, in 
the final event, it was given to the 
world.

Leoncavallo was dogged by misfor- 
tune through most of his life. On at 
least two occasions the composer was 
left impotently raging when impfesarios, 
engaged in producing his works, ran 
away with all available money and left 
Leoncavallo broke and the opera unpro- 
duced. A publisher, three years before 
“Pagliacc?’ was written, had accepted 
the score of a lengthy opera of Leon- 


cavallo’s for publication, but had never 


made good his promise. A rival pub- 
lisher offered a prize for a one-act opera 
and Leoncavallo, in a fit of rage, wrote 
“Pagliacci” for the rival. It did not 
win because, it ts said, it was disquali- 
fied by being written in two acts. The 
winning opera was Mascagni’s “Caval- 
leria Rusticana.” After “Pagliacci,” 
however, Leoncavallo 
never wrote anything 
so good, and today his 
chief claim to fame 
rests upon this popu- 
lar short opera. 

It is said that the 
composer took the 
plot of “Pagliacci” 
from an actual inci- 
dentin Italian village 
life which had come to 
his notice. ./t is not, 
however, strikingly 
original in its story- 
theme.

“Rigoletto” belongs to the trinit; of 
operas which esta.lished the fame of 
Verdi, although later works of the ltal- 
ian master are regarded as greater. 
Nevertheless it was this work, 
“Frovatore”’ and “Travista” which se- 
cured his lasting fame. Later operas, 
such as “Aida,” “Forza del Destino,” 
“Otello” and “Falstaff” but added to it. 
When first written for presentation in 
Venice, the Austrian police (Venice was 
then in Austrian control) refused per- 
misson for ts presentation, because tt 
made the king @ highly immoral char- 
acter.. It was suggested. however, that 
certain minor changes in charact_r would 
make ii aceptable, so the king character 
became the Duke of Mantua, and the 
title was changed from the royal cog- 
nomen to that of the hunchback jyester 
Rigoletto.

While the Duke and the jester are out 
of the hall, the courtiers laugh over a 
recent discovery that Rigoletto pays 
nightly visits to a sweetheart. The 
Duke returns and a heated scene de- 
velops when Rigoletto, protected by 
his master, gibes at Ceprano. The 
courtiers, however, who feel the Duke 
has overdone the licentious life, sym- 
pathize with Ceprano and plot with 
him for vengeance. An old courtier 
enters, whose wite and daughter have 
both rallen victim to the Duke’s pas- 
sions and, when Rigoletto ridicules 
him, the old man, Count Monterone, 
utters a fearful curse, calling down a 
father*.-vengeance upon both the 
Duke and Rigoletto. This alarms all 
of them and, after Monterone is taken 
out, even the jester trembles in fear 
as he thinks of his own pure daughter, 
Gilda. who is, in fact; the lovely ‘‘un- 
known,’ who lives with him in the 
little home to which he returns each 
might. He fears for her safety and is 
especialy suspicious of the Duke. As 
a matter of fact, he need be, for Gilda

Rigoletto leaves and the Duke shows 
himselt. He overcomes Gilda’s fears 
and they sing a love duet “Love Is 
the Sun.” The Duke tells her his 
name is Walter Malde and, after he 
has gone, Gilda sings one of the most 
popular. arias in all opera, the ‘‘Caro 
Nome” (Dearest Name). 

Ceprano and courtiers, under cover 
of night and masked, are out seeking 
vengeance on the Duke and his per- 
sonal pander, Rigoletto. They meet 
Rigoletto and tell him they intend to 
steal the Countess Ceprano for the 
duke. He wishes to help and they, in- 
sisting on a disguise, put on him a 
mask that effectually blindfolds him. 
They confuse him by leading him 
round in circles, until he helps hold 
the ladder before Gilda’s window, un- 
der the belief that it is the Ceprano 
palace he stands before. The abduc- 
tion of the girl, her mouth gagged, 
succeeds and Rigoletto is left alone. 
Removing his mask, he sees it is his 
own home, he recognizes Gilda’s 
handkerchief, dropped at his.feet, and, 
frantic, he swoons as the curtain falls. 

ACT Hil. 
Scene: A Hail wn the Duke’s Palace. 


The Duke mourn’s for his Gilda, 
whom he has found gone when he re- 
turned to hér-house. The courtiers 
tell him, however, they have captured 
Rigoletto’s ‘‘mistress”’ and the Duke 
goes to her in the next room. Rigo- 
letto then enters, pretending to hide 
his sorrow under laughter. The cour- 
tiers gibe at him, singing “Poor Rigo- 
letto.”’ The courtiers stop him when 
he tries to force the door of the 
Duke’s apartment. Maddened, the 
jester denounces his companions, 
singing “‘Vile Race of Courtiers.’’. He 
collapses and, when Gilda creeps in, 
the courtiers, abashed, leave.

Gilda then tells her father of the 
lover who followed her from church 
in the aria, “Om Ev’ry Festal Morn- 
ing.”’ Rigoletto clasps the ruined 
girl in his arms, and sings the beauti- 
ful ‘‘Weep, My Child.”

Scene: A ruined hut at a Loneiy Spot 

Outside the City upon the River Bank. 


This is the desolate home of Spara- 
fucile, the assassin, and his attractive 
young sister, Maddalena. Rigoletto 
and Gilda watch through the window, 
as Sparafuctle polishes his beit. Gilda 
is dressed as a youth, her father hav- 
ing decided she shall leave the city in 
boy’s disguise. The Duke sings the

- The emotions of the four chief char- 


acters of the story—the Duke, Rigo- 
letto, Gilda and Maddalena—are mar- 
velously portrayed in the music. 

The Duke ascends the stairway to 
a bedroom and falls asleep. Rigoletto 
sends his daughter away, telling her to 
hurry to Verona and he wilt follow. 
The hunchback then bargains with 
Sparafucile to murder the Duke, nay- 
ing half the fee on the spot ond 
promising the other half when the 
body is delivered to him. But Mad- 
dalena begs her brother to Spare her 
new lover’s life. Sparafucile point: 
out that it’means money to him to 
deliver a body to Rigoletto, and Mad- 
dalena answers that it doesn’t matter 


what body. Sparafucile agrees to 
spare the Duke if another visitor 
comes to the house before midnight. 


Gilda, eager to learn more about 
the Duke, creeps back. She hears 
Maddalena singing the praises of the 
Duke, while Sparafucile tells her to 
mend the sack in which he is to de- 
liver the body. Gilda, to her hor- 
ror, learns of the plot to kill the 
Duke. Then she hears the plot be- 
tween brother .and sister to substitute 
another corpse. She summons all her 
courage and knocks upon the door. 
As it opens, Sparafucile plunges the 
davger to her heart. 

Rigoletto returns. He réstrains the 
assassin’s offer to throw the body in 
the river, retaining that satisfaction 
for himself. He is about to drag the 
gruesome sack to the river when he 
is horrified to hear the voice of the 
Duke. He opens the sack and dis- 
covers his own daughter, not quite 
dead. She recovers enough to sing 
hun a-last farewell, and the opera 
closes with the duet, “In Heaven 
Above.”

| THE COMPOSER 


Wagner wrote “Die Walkure” and 
completed it in 1856, fourteen years be- 
fore.it was first presented. Probably 
the best known musical number is the 
tremendous orchestral arrangement of 
the “Ride of the Valkyries” from the 
Third Act. It is one of the great series 
of music-dramas written by Wagner, 
with the stories—and story, for they are 
like continued instalments—based upon 
Teuton mythology. They launched a 
new and distinct school in operatic mu- 
sic and present some of the mightiest 
music in the history of the art. 

Some of the greatest stars in history 
have counted Wotan or Brunnhilde 
among their greatest roles, but compe- 
tent critics declare there have been but 
few, if any, greater than Whitehill and 
Claussen who sing the 
two great parts in At- 
lanta in 1928.

ACT Ill. . 
The top of a High Mountain, 


The tremendous 
orchestral ‘‘Ride of 
the Valkyries”’ is the 
prelude to this act. 
It depicts, in some 
of the greatest and 
most impressive mu- 
sic ever written, the 
wild’ ride of the Val- 
kyries through the 
sky and their gath- 
ering at their tryst 
by Valhalla. 

As the: scene 
opens the Valkyres, 
one by one, alight 
upon the great rock 
where they are ac- 
customed to meet.

Sieglinde draws Siegmund’s atten- 
tion to the hilt of a sword, which is 
driven into the great tree. She then 
mixes a sleeping potion in Hunding’s 
night draught and, when her husband 
has retired and all is quiet, returns to 
Siegmund. She tells him that the 
sword was stuck into the tree at the 
time of her wedding by a mysterious 
one-eyed warrior whom Siegmund 
recognizes as his father and, of course, 
also the father of Sieglinde. As the 
Storm clears away, revealing a won- 
derful moonlight night, the two real- 
ize that they are not only lovers, but 
also brother and sister. 

The love song of Siegmund and 
Sieglinde is one of the most beautiful 
of all melodies. 

Siegmunde, as the song draws near 
its close, draws the sword from the 
tree trunk and the lovers escape into 
ihe surrounding woods.

Wotan, the one-eyed father-god, 
discusses with his daughter Brunnhilde 
the coming earth conflict between 


Siegmund and Hunding. Brunnhilde 
is one of the Valkyries, nine daughters 
of Wotan and Erda, whose duty it is 
to carry the souls of heroes slain in 
battle to the warrior’s Valhalla, to 
protect them against Fafner. 

Wotan commands Brunnhilde to 
protect Siegmund in the duel, but 
Brunnhilde warns him that this will 
undoubtedly offend his wife, Fricka, 
protector of the Neidungs and goddess 
of the marriage institution. 

Just after Brunnhilde has left, 
Fricka enters on her chariot drawn by 
two rams. She is, as expected, furi- 
ous when she discovers what has hap- 
pened, declaring it is unjust to Hund- 
ing and that the union of Siegmund 
and Sieglinde is illicit, Wotan ex- 
plains why he has done this, but Fricka 
points out that, as his children are vir- 
tually himself, he has violated his 


he finally agrees that Siegmund shall 
be punished. . 

Fricka then recalls Brunnhilde and 
Wotan revokes his instructions, much 
to Brunnhilde’s surprise and dismay. 
Wotan explains in a lengthy recita- 
tive the reasons leading up to this de- 
cision and Brunnhilde leaves simply to 
warn Siegmund of his danger. As she 
goes, Wotan impresses upon her the 
need for strict obedience to his order. 

Brunnhilde comes upon Siegmund 
and Sieglinde fleeing from the pursuit 
of Hunding and his hounds. While 
Sieglinde sleeps, Brunnhilde warns 
Siegmund that he is doomed to death 
in the approaching combat, but prom- 
ises him eternal joy after death in 
Valhalla. This portion of the opera 
contains some of the noblest music 
ever written. 

Siegmund asks whether Sieglinde 
will join him in Valhalla: and when 
Brunnhilde answers no, he spurns the 
promised delights, defying even his 
father-god, Wotan, himself.

Lovers of the older school of opera 
will find a thing to delight them in Bel- 
lini’s “Norma.” Melodic arias and great 
choruses follow each other throughout 
the work, but the emotional quality of 
the music is, nevertheless, strongly 
marked. In the most emotional num- 
bers, however, such as the “Casta 
Diva,” or the duet in the closing scene, 
there is a clear simplicity that charms at 
the same time that the power of the 
score thrills the hearer. ‘“‘Norma’’ fol- 
lowed Bellini’s “La Sominambula” by 
one year and equaled the earlier work 
im its success.

Scene: A Sacred Grove of the Druids. 
HERE IS AN 
overture to 
the opera 
which is 
one of the 
best known 
and most frequently 
played orchestral 
numbers extant.

It is 
night time and, 
through the woods, 
may be _ seen the 
torches of the ap- 
proaching Gallic 
army, coming’ to 
worship and to seek 
the advice of the 
prophetess, Norma, as to whether they 
should rise against their conquerers, 
the Romans. 

The Gauls are followed by a pro- 
cession of their priests, headed by 
Oroveso, the father of Norma. The 
crowd leaves, with their question of 
war or peace unanswered, but they 
plan to return soon for the final de- 
cision of Norma. After they have gane, 
Pollione, the Roman commander— 
and secret husband of Norma, enters 
accompanied by Flavio, his lieutenant. 

Pollione admits to Norma that he 

is ceased to love her. Really, he is 
infatuated with another young virgin 
priestess and plans to get rid, some- 
how, of Norma and their two children.

“Carmen” is generally considered the 
finest example of French operatic art. 
Yet, when first produced, it was not 
approved. Inan era of excessive priid- 
ery, the story was branded as “im- 
moral’ and Bizet, the composer, was 
accused of imitating Wagner. Both 
charges were, of course, ridiculous and 
in due time the work came into tts oun 
gloriously. Today it is of the three or 
four most popular operas of then ull. 

George Bizet, the composer, lived and 
died in poverty. His eatflier oper.tc at- 
tempts had been comparatively triji ng 
failures and he was torced to sustain his 
family by doinz po!}-boiler “arrange- 
men's ‘cj popular tunes. His contempo- 
raries among musicians, howeve2r—in- 
cludinz Liszt-—reco7n’.ed his true genius 
and it is only unfor- 
tunaie that the wold 
did not acclaim the 
true greitness of Car- 
men until after his 
death He died three 
montis after it was 
first produced, it be- 
ing generally believed 
that disappointment 
over the coldness of 
its recertion hastened 
his end.

The Composer | 


It is probably because of the lovely 
melody to be found in all the operas by 
Puccini that make his works the most 
frequently performed of all composers 
of modern times. There are none of 
the fanciful trills and tremolos of the 
earlier Italian school in the numerous 
works by Puccini, but neither are there 
any of the involved and obscure themes 
so frequent in some other moderns’ pro- 
ductions. Puccini’s genius was rich in 
lovely arias, and backed by a wealih 
of emotional vowe: never excelled. it 
has been said that possibly the touching 
beauty and fidelity of “La Boheme” is 
due to the fact that Puccini, in his youth, 
lived m poverty in a Partsian garret 
studio, just as do the characters in this 
famous story. In fact, although tre 
story of the opera closely follows the 
original work by Murger in tts spirit, tt 
is always understood that some of the 
incidents are based on actual experi- 
ences in the early lite of Puccini. Any- 
way, throughout the work, the undcr- 
standing hearer will recognize the touch 
of beauty which memory, in afier life, 
gives to the experiences which, when 
actually lived in youth, seemed nothin2 
but uafortunate and sordid. Such a 


spirit must have possessed Puccini in 


his more afflueit davs when he wrote 
“La Boheme.”

Marcel stops his painting and 
is about to break up a chair for fuel, 
when Rudolph offers instead the man- 
uscript.of one of his own unproduced 
plays and they warm themselves at 
the fireplace as they feed the little 
flame with the pages of Rudolph’s 
labor, one by one. Rudolph admits, 
as the last page burns, that it went 
quickly and suggests that the brevity 
of his work made it “Sparkle with 
warming wit.

Mixed among them are a few Strag- 
glers from the workaday world, vain 
seekers after the illusive “spirit of 
Bohemia,”’ which only the artists who 
struggle and suffer as well as play, 
can really know.

The sympathetic Marcel returns to 
the inn, where, unknown to Mimi, 1s 
Rudolph, who has come to tefl Marcel 
his version of his quarrels with Mimi. 
As Rudolph and Marcel come out, 
talking together, Mimi hides behind a 
tree and overhears Rudolph accuse 
her of fickleness. A fit of coughing, 
however, brings her from hiding. She 
then says farewell to her lover in an 
exquisite number, the eternally. charm- 
ing ‘“‘Farewell” number.
